Texas Natural Gas Production. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 5, 1913 

The quantity of natural gas produced 
from wells in Texas in 1912 was 7,470,373.000 
cubic feet, valued at $1,405,077, according 
to B. Hill, of the United States Geological 
Survey. This is an increase over the pro- 
duction of 1911 of 1,966,980,000 cubic feet 
in volume and of $390,132 in value The 
Sreater portion of this gas was supplied 
for domestic purposes, the value of which 
aggregated $906,413, or nearly double the 
value of the gas consumed in manufac- 
turing and in generating power, which 
Was $498,665 in 1912. Some gas is used in 
Texas for brick manufacture For the 
generation of power it is utilized in oper- 
ating gas engines and boilers at water 
works, ice plants, cotton gins and largely 


in field work 


The total number of gas wells in Texas 
at the close of 1912 was &7, of which 24 
were drilled in 1912. The number of dry 
holes drilled was 23, and the number of 


gas wells abandoned 6.

RECORD HIGH GRADE PETRO- 
LEUM COMPLETIONS LAST 
MONTH. 


A review of operations in the high 
grade Eastern petroleum fields during 
August fails to give further encourage- 
ment for a material increase of pro- 
duction than have marked the earlier 
returns, but the failure to accomplish 
the eagerly-sought end cannot be 
charged against any appreciable abate- 
ment of drilling interest. Last month’s 
statistics present their most significant 
aspect in the number of new wells 
brought in, which is believed to mark 
a record of any month’s completions in 
the New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana 
fields. The August total comprised 
1,159 new wells, or seventy-seven more 
than were drilled in July. Last month’s 
new production reached 10,485 barrels, a 
gain of 343 barrels over the former rec- 
ord. It is in the comparison of last 
year’s data that the current returns 
appear to greatest disparagement. The 
new wells of August, 1912, numbered 
but 575, of which 415 were capable of 
attaining a daily total of 9,379 barrels. 
Practically the same unfavorable rela- 
tionship so far as new production is 
concerned is evidenced in the compari- 
son of statistics covering the eight 
months’ operations of this year, with

Supplementing the results, already 
given, with the figures on operations in 
the Oklahoma-Kansas fields, which are 
commanding increasing importance in 
the country’s industry not only for the 
volume of their production, but also 
for the opportunities for the develop- 
ment of new pools and for the relative- 





ly high quality of the oil, we find the 
general situation somewhat improved. 
Last month in Oklahoma and Kansas 
were completed 1,080 wells, with the 
new daily production amounting to 
30,136 barrels. The August, 1912, rec- 
ord noted 698 new wells, which yielded 
32,147 barrels. While the new produc- 
tion a year ago surpassed that of last 
month, in spite of the fewer comple- 
tions, August of last year proved a 
high record for new Oklahoma produc- 
tion, 30,621 barrels, which was consid- 
erably over the general average for 
1912. <A fairer basis to determine the 
part the mid-continent fields have 
played in counteracting the losses this 
year in the Eastern States is afforded 
by the following summaries, giving 
comparisons for eight months of this 
and last year, and supplementing the 
statistics covering the same periods for 
the Eastern fields:—

Instead of a decline in new produc- 
tion by more than, one-half as noted in 
the comparison of the Eastern fields, 
although completions were fully fifty 
per cent. greater, we find with the in- 
clusion of the mid-continent data the 
new production loss reduced to almost 
a minimum, while the increase in new 
wells amounted to nearly sixty-two per 
cent. There is a notable distinction 
between the character of results at- 
tained so far this year in the Eastern 
and mid-continent fields. Despite the 
incentive of a strong crude market to 
rush operations in the Eastern sections, 
leading to extensive wildcat drilling, 
scarcely a single venture has been re- 
warded by the opening of a pool cap- 
able of producing 1,000 barrels a day. 
In Oklahoma and Kansas operators 
have been encouraged by _ several 
exceptional strikes, and the feature of 
the year’s developments has been the 
fine showing of the Cushing pool, now 
credited with 30,000 barrels a day.

NEW CROP DEVELOPMENTS IN 
DOMESTIC ESSENTIAL OILS. 


The domestic essential oils hold the 
center of market interest at this time 
as determined by new crop develop- 
ments, with peppermint strongly the 
featuring product. So far as local con- 
ditions are concerned, the position of 
peppermint oil is significant in touch- 
ing a level that has not been reached 
since 1904, namely $3.75, and only at 
one period during the last twenty 
years has the local market surpassed 
that basis, late in 1902 and early in 
1903, when prices soared to the record 
height of $4.75@5. This extremity 
was the outcome of more or less arti- 
ficial conditions, the 1902 crop having 
been brought under a control that was 
tantamount to a practical corner. The 
level of $3.75 in 1904 was based on ap- 
parently legitimate influences, the pro- 
duction that year with the carry-over 
from the previous season amounting 
to scarcely 150,000 pounds, or about 
100,000 pounds below the average an- 
nual consuming wants. The prevail- 
ing basis at this time is believed to 
be the result of sound conditions, and 
the crop situation is naturally looked 
upon as the determining factor. From 
the most reliable sources we are ad- 
vised that the current production may 
not exceed 225,000 pounds, as against 
the promise of at least 300,000 pounds 
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early in the growing season, and the 
effect of this curtailment is emphasized 
by the fact that with the entry of the 
new season, practically all of the old 
‘supplies’ will have been absorbed or 
will be held for consuming account. 
The promising outlook for this year’s 
crop was based on the increased acre- 
age, and last production of 
300,000 pounds was likely to be eclipsed. 
However, in June, when the mint was 
a foot high, the entire area under 
cultivation suffered from four succes- 
sive nights of frost, cutting down and 
damaging a considerable part of the 
entire acreage. There were hopes that 
with warm rains a good part of the loss 
might be repaired, but instead a pe- 
riod of drought followed and 
ably fifteen per cent. of the entire 
acreage was reported to have sustained 
a total loss, while the plants on the 
greater part of the remainder were 
estimated to have been cut down by 
ten to fifty per cent. Six weeks ago 
there seemed to be no chauce for a 
yield of more than 150,000 pounds, but 
with more favorable conditions 
the interval, some of the earlier dam- 
age was repaired and 200,000 pounds 
are now reckoned as the extent of the 
yield, with a prospect of ten or fifteen 
per cent. additional oil, if frost can be 
avcided iong enough to save the mint 
in the scattered districts. Under these 
conditions distillers have been satis- 
fied to play a waiting part so far as 
new crop offers are concerned,. but 
with sharp buying competitive prac- 
tices on the part of Western dealers 
and speculators it is estimated that 
about three-fifths of the new oil has 
been contracted for and the balance 
is said to be in strongest hands, with 
$3.59 a minimum basis. The premium 
on available spot supplies has prompt- 
ed sales among dealers, with $3.50 re- 
ported to have been realized. At. the 
prevailing level of $3.75, there is little 
concern in the trade that the corsum- 
ing demand will be materially affected. 
When the market approximated a $5 
basis, Japanese oil, which under nor- 
mal conditions as applying to domestic 
oil, has practically no place in this

country, came into more favorable 
recognition as a ‘‘streiching” product.

A fairly good spearmint oil production 
is expected, but the early expectations 
of the yield, based on increased acreage 
are not likely to be realized, as a set- 
back to the development from similar 
conditions as affected peppermint, but 
to a much less extent, has been report- 
ed. The market for shipment has, how- 
ever, eased about one dollar from the 
high point, but is said to be well 
held at its present basis. A good pro- 
portion of the yield has been booked 
for the principal consuming interests. 

Wormwood holds the weakest posi- 
tion among the domestic essential oils, 
the factors being a good crop, coming 
on a market with large carry-over 
stocks, and curtailed consumption 
which has been associated with the 
restrictive legislation affecting ab- 
sinthe. Apparently with a view of 
improving market conditions, the 
Michigan Wormwood Association has 
been formed as a selling agency, but 
only fifty per cent. of the growers in 
the State were said to be enrolled. 
The purpose of the organization is 
further threatened by the production 
in Wisconsin and New York. 

A small crop is predicted for tansy 
oil, owing to the expected poor yield 
from the old plants. It may be another 
year or two before the new plants will 
reach a productive stage.

COTTONSEED OIL CLOSES SEASON 
AFTER YEAR OF UNUSUAL 
DEVELOPMENTS. 


The cottonseed oil crop year which 
has just closed has been marked by a 
number of unusual trading develop- 
ments and incidents, and while the year 
stands to creditable account in several 
of its more significant particulars it 
has involved market conditions fre- 
quently in a state of strenuous per- 
plexity and unreckonable realizations 
so that local operators as a rule are 
well satisfied with the inauguration of 
a new era and its promise of a more 
staple trend of events. Two conditions 
are featured as contributing chiefly to 
the fast and loose course of the mar- 
ket during the past year. Of probably 
primary bearing was the inharmonious 
relationship that often prevailed be- 
tween crude and refined, and supple- 
menting this factor is the new record 
of the country’s consuming capacity for 
edible purposes, the extent of which is 
believed to have been generally under- 
estimated. As a leading operator has 
explained, the market was frequently 
at a stage where the most firmly es- 
tablished traditions had to be disre- 
garded, where experience of many 
years might be construed as a handi- 
cap and where the element of pure 
chance might hit a happy solution of 
the various conflicting conditions.

Crushers 
are credited with a year of prosperity, 
but in some cases their most successful 
realizations are said to have come 
from their faith in the future of refined 
oil rather than the ability to turn to 
account their holdings of crude. So 
far as the refining trade is concerned, 
where been experienced, 
they may be reasonably based on the 
disposition of discounting the forward 
position of both crude and refined oil.

The year just closed will probably 
stand in boldest relief for its record of 
the country’s consumption of cotton- 
seed oil for edible purposes. Members 
of the local trade feel satisfied that the 
noteworthy gain during the year is 
founded on sound conditions, and may 
within reasonable limits be depended 
upon for thé future. An important fac- 
tor for the improvement has been the 
success attending the hardening of oils 
and fats by hydrogenation, by which 
process stearin has been elim- 
inated, it is estimated, to a bare one 
per cent., and the use of cottonseed oil 
increased by fifteen to twenty per cent. 
The new products seem to have won 
an encouraging degree of public favor. 
With the marked gain in cottonseed oil 
for edible uses the decline in its con- 
sumption for the soap kettle has little 
disparaging effect. This decline is 
placed at about 400,000 barrels for the 
year on account of the relatively low 
prices of competing oils. The setback 
in the cottonseed oil export trade for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 can also 
be minimized. For the current twelve 
months foreign requirements reached 
315,232,892 pounds, while for the pre- 
vious period are noted 399,470,973 
pounds. The volume of export busi- 
ness for the fiscal year ending June, 
1912, established a high record for the 
country’s industry, so that the later 
period total may be considered as com- 
ing up to average proportions. For the 
seven months of the current calendar 
year we are still behind our former 
record by 189,980,661, against 233,552,372 
pounds. Although the crop of oil for 
the year ending August is rated as the 
largest available for the market, 
thanks to the relatively high yield of 
oil, running about eighty per cent., im- 
ports for the last fiscal year reached 
unusually heavy proportions, 3,383,511 
pounds, while for the previous twelve

Last year’s wage scale will be con- 
tinued for another twelve months in 
the glass bottle blowing industry, and 
the fires in the factories of the country 
were all started last week, according 
to a statement made by Dennis A.

Oil shipping facilities from the large 
export plant of the Atlantic Refining 
Company along the Schuylkill River at 
Philadelphia will be greatly improved 
by the dredging operations which were 
commenced there last week under the 
supervision of the Department of 
Wharves, Docks and Ferries of Phila- 
delphia. More than 300,000 cubic yards 
of material will be removed and a 
channel twenty-six feet deep will be 
provided in the river at the oil com- 
pany’s wharves. Heretofore, it has 
onlv been possible for some of the larg- 
est oil tankers to come up to the docks 
at high tide while they took on their 
bulk or case cargoes of oil. They could 
not go down the river with their car- 
goes until flood tide, and frequent de- 
lays were the result. With a minimum 
depth of twenty-six feet in the chan- 
nel, these delays will be eliminated in 
the future, 


During an electrical storm on the 
night of August 29, two ofl tanks, one 
the property of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the other owned by the Pure 
Oil Company, at Marcus Hook, Pa., 
were struck by lightning. The Stand- 
ard Company's tank was of 50,000 bar- 
rel capacity, and was almost full. 
About 8,000 barrels were drawn off by 
the pumps before the pump house was 
destroyed by an explositon of gasses 
that had gathered about the burning 
tank. Superintendent Lewis A. Cowles 
and William Martin, a pump man, nar- 
rowly escaped injury. The property 
loss was about $75,000. Men with 
horses and plows worked all night in 
building an embankment and thereby 
keeping the oil from spreading to ad- 
jacent properties. The tank of the 
Pure Oil Company was of smaller ca- 
pacity and did not contain much oil. 
It soon burned itself out.

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Government Oleo Tax Suit 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Sept. 3, 1913. 

The United States government has filed 
suit against three oleomargarine packing 
companies located at Chicago for unpaid 
taxes on colored oleo. The suits are for 
a total of $710,000, of which amount the 
William J. Moxley Company is sued for 
$325,000; G. HH. Hammond Company, $2,- 
OO; and tl Friedman Manufacturing 
Company, $125,000. It is said that the gov- 
ernment is also preparing to start suit 
against Armour & Co. for $43,000, and the 
United States Butterine Company for 
$37,000 unpaid taxes on colored oleomar- 
garine. 

District Attorney Wilkerson came to 
Chicago from his summer home to direct 
the filing ot the bills in the United States 
District Court, and they were started 
imultaneously with the arrival of Judge 
K. M. Landis to resume his judicial du- 
ties after summer vacation. Only the 
precipe in each case has been filed. Judge 
laindis summoned the special grand jury, 
which discovered the unpaid oleo taxes 
during an investigation of the circum- 
stances surrounding the compromise of 
$1,200,000 taxes for $101,000 sanctioned by 
Franklin MacVeagh as one of the last 
acts of the Taft administration. The 
grand jury investigation disclosed sev- 
era! oleo packing companies which had 
failed to pay the full tax of 10 cents a 
pound on colored oleo ‘Two of the con- 
cerns are located outside of the Northern 
district of Illinois, and are not subject 
to prosecution in Chicago. These con- 
cerns are the Capital City Dairy Com- 
pany, of Columbus, Ohio, and the Ohio 
Butterine Company, of Cincinnati. The 
government's claim against these con- 
cerns are said to be $107,000 for the 
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former, and $37,000 for the latter, which 
makes a total of $934,000 for the seven 
companies involved in the suit. 

The clerk of the court and the marshals 
were directed to issue and serve sum- 
monses on each defendant. The declara- 
tions, prepared by Assistant District At- 
torney John Byrne will be fied in the 
course of a few days. 

The government’s claim against the 
Armour and United States Butterine Com- 
panies have been held up temporarily,

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President Daniels Speaks About the 
Convention of the National Paint, 


Oil and Varnish Association.

Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 3, 1913. 


John W. Daniels, of Minneapolis, presi- 
dent of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, is very enthusiastic 
over the outlook for the coming annual 
convention, to be held here September 3) 
to October 2. He wants every member 
of the trade to come and help not 
only the association but himself by at- 
tending all the business and social meet- 
ings and learning something of the mag- 
nitude and importance of the trade he is 
connected with. 

Mr. Daniels himself says that he did 
not fully grasp the extent of the oil and 
paint industry until he was elected presi- 
dent of the association. During his in- 
cumbency he has visited with the oil and 
paint clubs in fourteen different cities, 
and was very much impressed with the 
spirit of good-fellowship displayed and 
the broadness of the views expressed at 
these meetings. 

In the last year the association has 
brought the allied trades represented 
closer together, and they have been work- 
ing together for the common good. The 
Legislative Committee of the national as- 
sociation, in particular, has done very 
effective work. In a great many States 
where legislation was under way that 
would have proved disastrous to the oil 
and paint trades the committee through 
its representatives got busy and by co- 
operation with the legislators was en- 
abled to see laws enacted that were just 
and equitable. 

One branch of the national association 
work in which President Daniels has 
taken a personal interest has been the 
educational campaign among farmers for 
the scientific cultivation of flax. The as- 
sociation raised a fund which was placed 
at the disposal of Prof. F. L. Bolley, or 
the North Dakota Agricultural College. 
With this assistance Prof. Bolley has 
done a wonderful work in showing be- 
yond dispute that flax has a place in the 
Northwest in rotation with other crops, 
and that with proper care it can be 
raised successfully. He has done much 
to kill off the old theory that flax can 
be grown only on “new” ground. This 
campaign has resulted in increasing the 
yield of flax, and Northwestern farmers 
know better how to handle flax than ever 
before. gulletins have been issued regu- 
larly, covering every phase of flax cul- 
ture, and these have been widely distrib- 
uted. This work is something that Presi- 
dent Daniels says the national association 
can well be proud of. It is something no 
other association has ever attempted. It 
is progressive and constructive work in 
that, while it has helped the farmers to 
increase their yields, it has also in turn 
added to the wealth of the nation. 

The association, said Mr. Daniels, now 
has registered in its trade-name bureau 
between 6,000 and 7,000 names of products. 
These names are on file and are easily 
accessible to every member of the asso- 
ciation. When getting out a new trade- 
name for some product, a member of the 
association can save time, trouble and ex- 
pense by referring to this list. Only re- 
cently a non-member expended about $800 
in printing, etc., only to find out after- 
ward that the name he had adopted was 
ene used by a member of the associa- 
tion. 

Another good feature of the association, 
according to President Daniels, is the 
mutual fire insurance company. This 
company has been very successful in the 
past year, and is growing steadily. 

Mr. Daniels says that these are only a 
few of the many good things which the 
association is doing right along for the 
trade, and that only by attenuing the 
annual conventions can members thor- 
oughly appreciate all that the association 
is doing for each of them individually. 
He urges every one who possibly can to 
be present, and believes that they will be 
amply repaid for coming to Minneapolis. 








To Guard Against Foreign Trade Dis- 
criminations Affecting American 


Consumers. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 5, 1913. 

A variety of amendments have appeared 
in the Senate during consideration of the 
tariff bill intended to guard against dis- 
criminations and unfair treatment by 
foreign countries of the trade of the 
United States. Several of these amend- 
ments have been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance with the expectation 
that the committee will report upon them 
before the bill is completed. 

Some amendments along the line of 
general retaliatory duties have been de- 
feated on the floor of the Senate. 

Another amendment along that line, re- 
lating to a feature of alleged agreements 
to monopolize the trade and commerce 
between this country and foreign coun- 
tries is touched upon in an amendment 
proposed by Senator Norris, of Nebraska. 
This amendment is as follows:— 


That whenever the President shall ascertain 
as a fact that any country, dependency. state, 
colony, province or other political sub-division 
of government is a party to any conspiracy 
or combination to monopolize and control the 
trade or commence between the United States 
and such foreign country, dependency, state, 
colony, province or other politica] sub-division 
of government of any of the products of such 
country, whereby the prices of such products 
are increased to the consumers of the United 
States, or has any law, rule or regulation 
legalizing any such combination or conspiracy, 
or has any law, rule or regulation valorizing 
any of the products of such foreign country 


by purchasing any part of the same and hold- 
ing the same out of the markets of the world, 
whereby the price of the same is increased to 
the consumers of the United States, he shall 
have the power, and it shall be his duty, to 
suspend, by proclamation, the operation of the 
provisions of this act relative to the rates of 
duty to be assessed upon the products of such 
country, dependency, state, colony, province 
or other political sub-division of government 
when imported into the United States; and 
thereafter, in addition to whatever rate of 
duty is assessed against the products of such 
country by this act, all the products of such 
country, dependency, state, colony, province or 
other political sub-division of government shall 
when imported into the United States pay a 
duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem.

Interstate Commerce Commission Sus- 
pends Transportation Tariff on 
Soda Until December 30. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 5, 1913. 


In an efioie to guard against what they 
allege to be unfortunate conditions in re- 
gard to the transportation of sodas of 
different kinds, ineluding sulphate of, 
soda ash, caustic soda, ete., in the Mid- 
dle West and throughout various points 
in the Central Freigut Association terri- 
tory and to points in Canada, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has suspend- 
ed until December 30 tariffs filed on be- 
half of the Contral Freight Association 
covering these products. In issuing the 
order for the suspension of these tariffs 
the commission calls attention to the pro- 
posed advances in rates, which would 
amount to from 1 to 3 cents per 100 
pounds, and would bring about variations 
in the rates from Detroit and other points 
in Michigan to Hamilton, Ontario, and 
other points in Canada, compared with 
the existing rates from points in Michi- 
gan to Buffalo. The difference between 
9 cents, as the existing rate to Buffalo, 
and as high as 13 cents on the proposed 
rate to Canadian points would result if 
the new rates were allowed to stand. 
Pending the suspension of the proposed 
new rates the commission will investigate 
the subject.

Government’s Regulations for Register- 
ing Importation and Sale of Cocaine 
and Derivatives. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 5, 1913. 

In announcing the form of declaration 
required of importers of cocaine, the offi- 
cials of the Department of Agriculture, 
acting in conjunction with the Treasury 
officials under a decision by the Treasury 
of May 29 last, regarding the importing 
and use of cocaine, coca, and their deriva- 
tives or preparations containing them, 
the Agricultural Department officials have 
made public the form of declaration re- 
quired in connection with such imports. 
The officials state that there have been 
prepared, ready for issue at its branch 
laboratories and in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Washington, copies of the declara- 
tion form which must be subscribed to by 
all importers of and dealers in these, 
products. These blanks will be furnished 
free on request from importers and deal- 
ers in these products. The requirements 
of this regulation covering the importa- 
tion of cocaine, etc., are that the im- 
porters must file affidavits as to direct 
imports and must secure from all persons 
to whom they sell a similar statement as 
to the use of the coca derivatives. The 
official form of these declarations «as 
furnished by the department is as fol-

It is said by the officials that “the pur- 
pose of the new system of declaration is 
to prevent the indiscriminate and promis- 
cuous use of cocaine, coca, and deriva- 
tives or preparations containing them, on 
the ground that these things are danger- 
ous to the health of the people of the 
United States. At the same time, under 
this declaration entry of these drug prod- 
ucts is permitted for legitimate use in 
medicine. The form of declaration, offi- 
cial copy of which is appended, requires 
the importer to declare under oath that 
the import is designed for use in a man- 
ner not dangerous to health, and that he 
will secure from each and every other 
person, firm, or corporation, to whom the 
import is sent, the same declaration as 
to the use the recipient will make of that 
portion of the import sold or sent to him. 
In addition, the importer must agree to 
allow accredited government inspectors to 
zo over statements from persons to whom 
he has supplied the goods, and at the 
end of the year the importer must re- 
port to the Bureau of Chemistry the 
amount of these products that he has on 
hand on the first day of January in each 
year. 





To Promote Federal and State Co- 
operation on Food and Drug Laws. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Sept. 5, 1915. 
It is announced by the Agricultural De- 
partment that the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture has issued an invitation to the State 
food, dairy and drug officials to meet 
in Washington November 14 and 15, for 
a conference with the Federal food, 
dairy and drug officers with a view to 
promoting co-operation in every possible 
way between several States and the de- 
‘tment. At about the same date in 






Association of Agricultural Colleges and 
Iixxperiment Stations, the Association of 
Feed Control Officials, and the Associa- 
tion of Official Agricultural Chemists. In 
this way the State food, dairy and drug 
officers will be enabled to attend any of 
the other meetings which hold interest 
for them. 


At the special conference, one of the 
principal subjects of discussion will be the 
report of the Committee on Co-operation 
of the American Association of Food, 
Dairy and Drug Officials, which was 
adopted at the meeting in Mobile, Ala- 
bama, last June. The hope of those in- 
terested in the conference is that this 
meeting between food and other State 
officials interested in the enforcement of 
the food and drug laws, will prove very 
valuable as a means of promoting mutuatf 
helpfulness. No fixed program will be 
prepared, as the purpose is to promote 
free and full discussion of all questions. 
The State commissions have been invitea 
to make suggestions as to matters and 
topics which ought to come up for con- 
sideration. 





Statistics of Dyestuffs Industry in the 
United States. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 5, 1913. 


Some detailed statistics regarding the 
conditions in the dyestuffs and extracts 
industry of the United States are pre- 
sented in a bulletin just made public by 
the Census Bureau, covering the census 
year 1%, as follows:— 


The report states that manufacture of dye- 
stuffs and extracts used in the dyeing indus- 
try and that of extracts used in the tanning 
industry are so closely associated that since 
the census of 1879 the statistics for the two 
have been combined. The class of dyestuffs 
comprise natural dyestuffs, artificial dyestuffs, 
mordants and assistants. The class of tan- 
ning materials includes the ground, or com- 
minuted products of oak, chestnut and hemlock 
wood or bark, palmetto roots and sumac 
leaves; the fluid or solid extracts from these 
materials or from quercitron bark, or other 
tannin-containing materials; tannic or gallic 
acid and chrome tannage or other tannage so- 
lutions 


The statistics pertain only to establishments 
producing dyestuffs or tanning materials for 
sale, and do not represent the entire manu- 
facture of these products, as there is also a 
large production by establishments that use 
them in their own processes. This is espe- 
cially true of the various textile industries, 
and is often true also in regard to the tanning 
industry. 

The number of establishments reported as 
engaged in the manufacture of dyestuffs and 
extracts in 1909 was 107, with a capital of 
$17,934,545 The number of persons engaged 
in the industry was 3,015, of whom 2,397 were 
wage earne The total value of all products 
was $15,954 The sum of $2,233,705 was 
paid for services, og which $1,291,379 was for 
wages The cost of the materials used was 
$9,685,651 No establishments employed over 
2) wage earners 

New York, with products valued at $4,505,-

Saturday Noon, Sept. 6, 1913. 


The strike of journeymen painters 
and paperhangers which was in effect 
last week has ben settled satisfactorily 
and has removed whatever fears there 
may have been that this would prove a 
handicap on consumption of paint ma- 
terials. A better tone has been in evi- 
dence in the market during the week, 
though actual trading has not yet 
opened up to large proportions. White 
lead and the lead pigments have 
stimulated interest of consumers since 
prices were advanced. Linseed oil 
holds the attention of the various con- 
suming trades, but buyers are holding 
off, awaiting further developments be- 
fore placing contracts. Other paint oils 
also are quiet. Zincs are in good de- 
mand for this time of year, especially 
domestic grades. Varnish gums are at 
high price levels as a result of small 
supplies. Advices from primary points 
do not promise any immediate relief 
in the case of high-grade kauri and 
Batavian damar. Lithopone is in- 
creasing in demand with good call for 
contract deliveries. Carbon gas, black, 
is low in price and is expected to reach 
higher figures. Complete reviews of the 
linsed oil and naval stores market will 
be found on pages 21 and 24, respect- 
ively. For a review of the Western 
seed and oil markets see page 1Z. A 
complete prices current will be found 
on page 39, second column. Comment 
on most important items in the paint 
trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The lead market has 
been dull and unchanged through the 
week. Quotations are maintained at 
4.75¢e, for spot. St. Louis quotes 4.67% 
@4.70c. London advanced to £21 per 
ton. An easier tone has been noted in 
St. Louis since the settlement of the 
strike. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Sellers report a steady market, 
with recent advances in price well 
maintained. Some consumers are look- 
ing for prices to go back to former 
levels and are in no hurry to place 
orders. Sellers say lead has been sell- 
ing for some time on a lower basis 
than other metals, and that there is 
not much likelihood of a decline. De- 
mand for lead in oil has increased, and 
the trade is seasonable, with an active 
buying movement expected before the 
end of the month. Dry white lead is 
quoted at 5%c., and lead in oil at 74%4c. 
English lead in oil holds steady at 11@ 
11\4c., with sales reported at the out- 
side figure. Importers say that con- 
sumers are not taking large lots of 
English white lead, and present de- 
mand is for small lots. Members of 
the trade have been interested in re- 
ports of a controversy in England. 
The point at issue was whether white 
lead was a term equally applicable to 
basic carbonate and to basic sulphate. 
It was decided that the white lead 
when unqualified referred to basic car- 
bonate. Exports of white lead from 
New York last week were valued at 
$10,569, 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE) 

Quotations for basic sulphate are held 
at 5¥%c., with a firm undertone to the 
market. The market is reported as 
quiet, though inquiry has improved and 
sellers expect a good call for this pig- 
ment over the balance of the year. 

RED LEAD. — While seasonable 
amounts of red lead are passing to con- 
sumers, small lots form the bulk of 
trading. As with the other lead pig- 
ments, prices are firm. Sellers quote 
7c. on round lots. 

LITHARGE.—Fair demand is report- 
ed with all grades being inquired for by 
consumers. The glass industry will 
soon get underway and with the rub- 
ber and paint trades in the market, 
the outlook is favorable for a steady 
call for litharge. Round lots are held 
at 6%c., with sales of smaller lots bring- 
ing 7c. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Some corrod- 
ers are pushing the sale of orange min- 
eral and interest in this pigment has 
ben increased, though consuming de- 
mand is still reported as quiet. Values 
are maintained at 8%@l0c. for domestic 
grades. 

SPELTER. — Domestic spelter has 
been easier this week with quotations 
at 5.90c. for prompt shipment. In St. 
Louis 5.70c. is quoted and sellers have 
been eager to dispose of stocks at that 
figure. In London £21 12s. 6d. is quot- 
ed. A report from London in discus- 
sing spelter says:— 

An eager demand has been attracted from 
numerous quarters lately owing to the abnor-

mally low prices which have ruled, and under 
ordinary conditions this demand would prob- 
ably have resulted in a very smart uplifting 
of prices It is true that the price of spelter 


for forward delivery was at one time raised 
to a notable extent, but afterwards there was 
a sharp set-back. So long as the stocks on 
the Continent under the control of the con- 


vention remain heavy and so long as the con- 
vention is ready to meet the demand of the 
trade there is no reason for a runaway mar- 
ket, even if requirements of the trade should 


become exceptionally pressing. Consumption 


is proceeding on a muck larger scale than 
during the earlier months of the year and if 
it continues at approximateiy its present rate 
the disappearance of the surplus stock may be 
only a matter of time. Meanwhile, the fact Is 
generally recognized that it was through a 
combination of adverse circumstances that the 
price has been allowed to drop to a level 
which has not been witnessed for some years. 

ZINCS.—Importers report a normal 
call for zines, with nothing to feature 
the present week. Domestic zincs are 
in good demand and fairly large lots 
of American and French process zincs 
have passed to consumers. The 
Isthmian Canal Commission will open 
bids on September 17, calling for 15,000 
pounds white zinc in oil. Exports of 
zines from New York last week were 
valued at $11,400. Quotations for zincs 
are 5%@6%c. for American process, 7 
@i 1-3¢. for French process, red seal; 
7%@i%c. for French process, white 
seal, according to quality; German 
brands (French process), green seal, 
8%@8kkc.; white seal, 94@95c., accord- 
ing to quantity and quality. 


DRY COLORS, 
Blacks. 


Exports of blacks from New York 
last week were valued at $5,400. Car- 
bon black is of considerable interest at 
present and higher prices are predicted 
by nearly all sellers, yet it is reported 
that round lots delivered at New York 
at 3%:c. per pound consumers have 
shown greater readiness to place con- 
tracts, as they place some credence in 
reports that values are too low to 
continue. Present quotations are:

Crusade Against Illegal Traffic in 
Habit-Forming Drugs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Baltimore, Sept. 4, 1913. 

Sensational reports published in the 
daily papers several days ago about thefts 
of high-priced drugs from the laboratories 
of Sharp & Dohme, manufacturing chem- 
ists, at Howard and Pratt streets, this 
city, running in value perhaps as high as 
$50,000, are pronounced gross exaggerations 


by officers of the company. It is a fact 
that at the instigation of the company, 
which placed at the disposal of the 
United States Government, municipal 
and State authorities evidence regarding 
illegal traffic in habit-forming drugs, 


raids were made simultaneously in Balti- 


more, Washington and Philadelphia, but 
only a lurid imagination could have dis- 


covered that large seizures of stolen drugs 
were made in these raids. 

As a matter of fact, several persons 
were detained at one house here that was 
visited by the raiders and some parapher- 


nalia, together with a small quantity of 
gum of opium, were found. The persons 
taken, however, were released in a short 
time, and none of the narcotics seized 
were traceable as having come from the 
Sharp & Dohme establishment. It ap- 
pears that one of the members of what 
is regarded as an organized gang en- 
gaged in enticing employes of manufac- 
turing establishments to steal drugs, 


which are afterward distributed through 
an agency like a clearing house, being 
either supplied to dope joints or sold to 


druggists, gave the tip to one house that 
was to be raided, and when the detectives 








arrived they were unable to find anything. 
This same tipster failed to reach the other 
ene in time, and some relatively unim- 
portant seizures were made. One of the 
chief suspects here, however, is said to 
be under surveillance and can be picked 
up whenever wanted. 

An official of Sharp & Dohme, 
cussing the raids, explained that 
big manufacturing house suffers to a 
slight extent at nearly all times from 
thefts, and efforts are always being put 
forth to reduce such pilferings to a mini- 
mum.

been stopped. 

One rman was arrested in Washington 
with some Sharp & Donme bottles in his 
possession, the bottles having been stolen 
and traced on board a steamer for Phila- 
delphia. When nearing Betterton the 
man who had them got away with part 
of the bottles and jumped ashore, after- 
ward making his way across country and 
eventualiy turning up in Washington, 
where he was picked up. He was brought 
to Baitimore and is under bail here, 

Sharp & Dohme officials give entire 
credence to reports that a systematic 
organization exists throughout the coun- 
try for the sale of stolen drugs. It is be- 
lieved to be under the leadership of certain 
frequenters of brothels, gamblers and 
other lawless individuals, who make the 
acquaintance of employes of houses, 
chemical laboratories, and tempt them 
with offers of finding a market for the 
goods stolen. Sharp & Dohme officials 
assert positively that no gum opium has 
been stolen from the place, and that such 
thefts would be practicaily impossibie. 











Renewed Agitation for the German 
Oil Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Berlin, Aug. 26, 1913. 
The Government intends to 
push the petroleum monopoly bill just as 


German 


soon as the Reichstag convenes again, 
which will be in a couple of weeks. The 
agitation for the monopoly which hed 


lately died down to some extent is again 





more intensive, especially among middie 
class crganizations. The vill was one of 
the principal subjects discussed in the 


third general meeting of the United Mid- 
dle Class Societies of Germany, to which 
the sovernment had delegated Counsellor 
Kestner, well known as one of the prin- 
cipal advocates of the monopoly. Resolu- 
ions Were unanimously adopted, stating 
that it is a matter of self-protection for 
dealers in illuminating oil to take part in 
the battle against the operations of the 
American petroleum company, which has 
enjoyed the bulk of the empire's trade. 
Dire vengeance was threatened upon 
those members of the Reichstag, who, 
While continually asserting their friend- 
ship for the middle classes, take a posi- 
tion opposed to the oil bill. 

A very important transaction which has 
also a bearing on the monopoly question, 
has just been perfected by the Deutsche 
Bank. This institution has close connec- 
tions with the Europiiische Petroleum 
Union, G. m. b, H., and also the Steaua 
Romana, he great Roumanian petroleum 
enterprise. By means of various holding 
company and stock transactions, even 
more complicated than most of the Amer- 
ican proceedings of similar nature, the 
Petroleum Union, has strengthened its 
hold on the Steaua, effectively preventing 
any outsider from gaining even a moder- 
ate amount in the latter, so that any at- 
tempt of outsiders to penetrate further 
into the financial edifice of Kuropean oil 
companies would be, in this case at any 
rate, out of the question. As far as the 
development of the Steaua Romana is 
concerned, the war in the Balkans had 
very little influence. The production was 
403,00) tons, against 421,000 in the year be- 












fore, the net income being Lei 5,880,000, 
while in the year before, owing to lower 
prices, the amount was Lei 4,240,000. 

The conditions of all oil markets in 
Europe is ver strong, partly owing to 
the great strike in the Baku district, 
where 32,00 workmen have been idle for 
many weeks. This will have a special in- 


fluence on prices, because the demand for 
illuminating oil is rising constantly, the 
Russian crop situation being very favor- 
able and the production of coal for vari- 
ous reasons less than last year. 

A great sensation has been caused by 
the result of a boring near Tustanowice, 
in Galicia, where in a depth of 1,440 meters 
a gusher was opened which exceeds in 
productivity almost any other European 
well. There is also a rumor that near 
the city of Hanover, in a depth of five 
hundred meters, considerable oil was 
found. It is said it was not the intention 
to bore for oil but f potash. [Accord- 
ing to reports received meanwhile by 
cable the well thus opened has furnished 
1,000 barrels in three days, and it is there- 
fore the most productive well in Germany.

TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS. 


The Fortune-Ward Drug Company, 
at Memphis, Tenn., has increased its 
capital stock from $20,000 to $35,000. 


A new casein factory is being erected 
at Frankton, New Zealand. It will 
have a capacity of 600 to 800 tons per 
annum. 


H. J. Cantrell of the well-known cot- 
tonseed oil firm of W. R. Cantrell & 
Co. is spending a few weeks at Atlan- 
tic City. 


The Sherwin-Williams Company, at 
Minneapolis, is building a two-story 
brick and concrete warehouse at a cost 
of $30,000. 


J. A. Van Brunt, president of J. A. 
Van Brunt & Co., Inc., dealers in chem- 
icals and dyestuffs, is on an extended 
automobile trip through Northern 
New York. 


Washington advices state that Rep- 
resentative Kent of California intro- 
duced a resolution in the House propos- 
ing an investigation of the Interna- 
tional Powder Trust and urging that 
government create a powder monopoly 
of its own. The Kent resolution 
charges that foreign powder companies 
have agreed to sell no powder in the 
United States. 


According to advices from Louisville, 
announcement has made there 
that the plan to sell out the assets of 
the Central Cotton Oil Company has 
been abandoned, and that decision has 
been made to operate for another year 
the nine erude oil mills of the com- 
pany throughout the South. Capital 
to finance the enterprise will be fur- 
nished by banks in Louisville and other 
cities. The Central Cotton Oil Com- 
pany is controlled by the same inter- 
ests that control the Kentucky Refin- 
ing Company for the reorganization of 
which concern efforts are now being 
made. The plant of the Kentucky 
tefining Company in Louisville, the 
largest in the South, is now idle, and a 
petition for receivership is pending.

One of the first results of a crusade 
against misbranded or adulterated food 
and drugs, which is now being con- 
ducted in Boston by the United States 
food and drug inspection bureau there, 
has been the seizure last Tuesday of 26 
copper carboys of “oil of lemon,” 
valued at $2,500, which were alleged to 
be misbranded and _ diluted. These 
“coppers” of essential oil, which were 
seized by Deputy United States Mar- 
shal James Ruhl, were shipped to Bos- 
ton by the Sephless Company of Chi- 
cago and were consigned to that com- 
pany’s agent in Bosten for distribution. 
The “coppers” were impounded at the 
neadquarters of a local transportation 
company and stored to await the de- 
cision of the United States District 
Court as to their final disposition. 
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A meeting of the petroleum trade will 
e held. in the manager's room of the 
Produce Exchange to-day at 2 o'clock 
to discuss rules and regulations gov- 
erning transactions in petroleum. 


M. W. Larendon has taken into part- 
nership Robert E, Larendon and John 
R. Larendon. The firm is now known 
as M. W. Larendon & Co. The senior 
partner is one of the oldest dealers in 
naval stores in the local trade. 


The first large shipment from New 
York of cottonseed oil since last May 
occurred during the past week when 
the steamer Alice sailed for Venice and 
other Mediterranean ports with 2,251 
Larrels. The previous heavy shipment 
aggregated over 3,000 barrels and was 
shipped to Mediterranean ports on the 
steamer Argentina during the latter 
part of May. 


Carl Kuechler, of Kuechler & Co., 
exporters of drugs and chemicals, 
of Trieste, arrived last week on the 
Kronprinzessin Cecilie for a short visit. 
After a vacation in the Adirondacks, 
Mr. Kuechler has planned to call upon 
his various business friends here. Dur- 
ing his stay in this city he will make 
his headquarters at the office of W. 
Benkert. 


A cargo of naval stores valued a 
more than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars was cleared on the British steamer 
Cayo Soto for Hamburg and Rotter- 
dam last week by the American Na- 
val Stores Co. It is the most valuable 
cargo to go from this port in several 
months. The shipment comprises 10,447 
barrels of rosin and 3,050 casks of tur- 
pentine, besides oak staves and some 
lumber, the total valuation being $236,- 
000. 


London advices report negotiations 
on the part of the Shell-Royal Dutch 
petroleum interests for the acquisition 
of the Kern River Oilfields Company 
of California, which is said to hold 
valuable territory in the Santa Maria 
field. With the realization of this 
move, the position of the Shell-Royal 
Dutch group on the western coast 
would be strengthened, as it has re- 
cently controlled the California Oil- 
fields Company, with an annual output 
of 4,500,000 barrels. 


Columbia, S. C., advices state that 
Commissioner Watson has announced 
that, following a conference with a 
special committee of the Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association, Clemson College 
and Farmers’ Union officials, that for 
the first time in the history of the cot- 
tonseed manufacturing industry an ef- 
fort will bs made this year under State 
supervision for intelligent and careful 
marketing of seed. A system of grad- 
ing was established. The Crushers’ 
Association will pay the expense of an 
expert chemist to work in connection 
and under the jurisdiction of the State 
Department of Agriculture.

LINSEED OIL, 


Local crushers have been inclined 
to follow seed closely and advances or 
declines in the latter have been met 
promptly by corresponding changes in 
quotations for oil. Oil values also de 
pend to some extent upon the views 
of sellers. Those who favor lower seed 
values have been offering oil at prices 
a little lower than those who ure bull 
ish on the future position of seed. At 
the beginning of the week oil was quot- 
ed at 50c. and, according to reports, 
extra large business would have been 
accommodated slightly under the quo- 
tation. Later prices advanced to 5le., 
but at the close 50c. was generally 
quoted in this market. Good inquiry 
for oil was reported, but there was an 
absence of large sales and both East- 
ern and Western markets report un- 
usually quiet trading for this time of 
year. The attitude of consumers is 
due partly to the fact that many of 
them are covered for some time ahead 
and also to uncertainty about the trend 
of prices. Oil values, based on seed 
values, have been comparatively low. 
Four reasons have contributed to this 
selling of oil under the parity of seed. 
Crushers have been carrying stocks of 
seed purchased at prices lower than 
have been in effect recently, they have 
been getting better prices for by 
products, especially for meal, and the 
presence of resale oji on the market 
at cut prices, has had a bearish tend- 
ency, and the refusal of buyers to 
place contracts is the last, but by no 
means the least, factor in keeping 
prices from ascending. The lot of 
about 20,000 gallons of oil, which is of- 
fered by second hands, as has been 
referred to in our reports for the past 
two weeks, has not yet found a buyer 
and may still be picked up at about a 
cent a gallon under the market price. 

Seed prices have fluctuated through- 
out the week, though net changes have 
been small. Crushers have been in the 
market for seed, but speculative buy- 
ing has been largely instrumentai in 
bringing about the advances and when 
this trading eased off seed prices weak- 
ened accordingly. There has been no 
development during the week, which 
might be construed as a bearish o1 
bullish factor. Crop reports in the 
main have been favorable and _ in 
those sections where threshing has 
been in progress the yield and quality 
of the seed have been good. The mar- 
ket has been steadied by the steady 
decrease of stocks in public store. The 
Continent has not been buying seed to 
any extent ang this is attributed to 
the fact that demand for cake has been 
quiet and also is accepted as proof 
that European markets are heavily 
stocked with oil. Shipments from 
India last week were 465,000 bushels. 
Argentine snipments were $90,000 
bushels. Report from the Argentine 
says the outlook for the new crop is 


good. Receipts at New York for the 
week ending Friday were 96,700 
bushels, Exports from New York 


were 65,155 bushels in bond. Reports on 
the Western seed markets, also on 
Winnipeg and Buenos Ayres, from out

CHINA WOOD Oll.—Demand for 
wood oil is slow and the market is 
quiet and unchanged. Importers say 
that a good deal depends upon the po- 
sition of linseed oil and that consumers 
are waiting to see which oil will be 
cheaper before they place contracts.

The corn oil market at Chicago again occu- 
elcd a strong position during the period under 
review, but the business consummated was at 
unchanged levels. Buyers were in the market 
at all times and readily paid the prices asked. 
While stocks of this oil now held at this 
point are said to be of only moderate propor- 
tions, and are kept from growing larger: by 
the existing demand, holders appeared sOme- 
what timid about further advancing values and 
supplied inguiries at late ruling levels. The 
strength displayed by corn has proved a help 
‘o this market. Tank cars were held at 
$5.90, carload lots in barrels at $6.30, lots of 
six barrels or more $6.35 and five barrels or 
less at $6.40. 

OLIVE OIL.—Favorable reports from 
abroad concerning the prospective oil 
productions have tended to check ex- 
tensive buying and the market’s ac- 
tivity has been given largely to the ex- 
change of small parcels.

During the last fortnight 
we have had six steamers arriving, with 7,764 
casks, and another steamer is now due with 
2,300 casks. Although the individual cargoes 
are not large, yet in the aggregate it is rather 
a heavy amount, particularly at this time of 
the year. Most of the oil, however, has gone 
into consumption, and only little is offered for 
resale; but even this is difficult to place, as 
consumers are naturally full up for the time 
being. The amount of oil in sight is only 
about 7,000 casks, distributed between eight 
steamers, and we hear to-day that one of the 
steamers, the steamship Bakana, will be a 
total wreck, although it Is hoped to salvage 
the cargo. Considering the general slowness 
in trade, which is only to be expected during 
this month, prices have kept wonderfully 
steady, and with an improvement in the de- 
mand We shall see a spurt in values, as the

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS, 


COD OIL.—In view of the virtual de- 
pletion of spot stocks of Newfoundland 
oil, local operators continue to hold 
their prices very firmly on a basis of 
44c, per gallon, duty paid, which is 4c 
above the figure at which jobbers were 
offering this oil a week ago, when they 
were extremely desirous of marketing 
their supplies in anticipation of tne 
enforcement of the new tariff. Leading 
Sellers are stil! unable to quote on 
prompt shipments of Newfoundland oil, 
because of the meager fishing returns, 
which are now only about 33% per cent 
of those for the corresponding period 
of last year, but the nominal price is 
still close to 40c, per gallon, in bond. 
Latest returns show that the catch 
on the Labrado Coast so far this 
season has amounted to only 200,000 


quintals of fish, as compared with 
600,000 quintals for the similar time 
last year, and there is now very 


little of this oil available here at any 
figure. Primary markets therefore 
manifest an increasingly strong under- 
tone. In explanation of the exception- 
ally poor catch this year, it may be 
stated that the fish appear to have 
taken to the deep water, and are there- 
fore inaccessible to the fishermen who 
are not equipped with deep sea appara- 
tus, and are therefore still compelled tu 
depend upon the traps which they have 
set in the shallow waters. Domestic 
oil is also more firmly held on the spot 
in view of a continued scarcity of sup- 
plies, and is now being maintained at 
40c. per cent. a level, 2c. above the fiz- 
ure quoted here a week ago, though 
Boston sellers continue to offer at 
prices slightly under this figure. An 
active demand continues to be noted 
for Newfoundland oil, but the domestic 
oil is moving only slowly. 

DEGRAS.—A steady tone still per- 
vades the local and primary markets 
for this oil, but business is confined to 
relatively small purchases effected on 
a basis of 3%4c. per pound for the Eng- 
lish grade. For prompt and nearby 
shipments the quotations named for 
spot deliveries could still be shaded a 
fraction of a cent, but there have been 
no developments of consequence within 
the week, and closing prices remain 
unchanged as follows:—English, 3\4c.: 
yerman, 2%&c.: American, 3@3'%c.; 
French, nominal at 4@6c.; neutral, 5@ 
54%4c. per pound, 

LARD OIL.—There has been no ma- 
terial change in the situation within 
the interval, and local handlers of this 
oil therefore continue to ask full prices 
for all grades. The buying movement 
is still limited to hand-to-mouth pur- 
chases by consumers, and no large in- 
dividual orders or contracts have yet 
been placed. Prime lard oil is quoted 
from 95c. to 97c. per gallon, and job- 
bing lots are still selling at the inside 
figure. Off quality prime oil is chang- 
ing hands slowly on a basis of 67c. per 
gallon. Little demand is renorted from 
foreign consumers at present levels. 
Closing prices follow:—Prime, 95@97c.: 
off prime, 65@68c.; extra No. 1, 58@ 
59c.; No. 1, 54@55c.; No. 2, 52@53c. per 
gallon. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 





Chicago, Sept. 4, 1913. 

Lard oil continues to be taken in moderate 
quantities in Chicago, and prices are fully 
maintained Stocks are of fair size, and 
while large enough to meet the demand in 
evidence, they are not of a size that indi- 
cates any weakening of prices from that 
cause. Quotations:—-Pure lard oil, 87c, a 
gallon; extra. 70c.; extra No. 1, 60c.; No. 1, 
55c.; No. 2, 4c. 

MENHADEN OIL.—Slightly higher 
prices are now being asked for both 
Northern and Southern crude grades, 
in view of the fact that fishing both 
North and South has continued poor 
within the interval, the returns from 
the Southern banks being only slight- 
ly better than those from the Northern 
fleet. A few local operators have raised 
their prices for the Northern crude oil 
to a minimum of 33c. per gallon, but 
it is still possible to buy this descrip- 
tion in some quarters at 32c. Likewise, 
Southern crude oil has been advanced 
to an inside figure of 30%c., f. 0. b Bal- 
timore, while in some quarters 3lc. is 
now being asked. Among the refined 
grades, quotations for the light strained 


and white bleached winter varieties 
have been also raised a cent, mak- 
ing the revised asking prices 34@ 


Z35c., and 38@39c., respectively. Quota- 
tions for brown strained and yellow 
bleached oils, however, remain un- 
changed at 33@34c., and at 35@37c. As 
offerings from first hands are meager, 
the undertone of the entire market 
continues very strong. The compara- 
tively high figures now asked for this 
oil are still restricting business mate- 
rially, as consumers continue to hope 
that fishing will improve before the 
end of the season, 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—A strong under- 
tone is still reported in the market for 
this oil, despite a recent partial replen- 
ishing of spot stocks of the higher 
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grades. Only a moderate demand ir 
now noted, but prices for all deserip- 
tions are being well maintained at pre¢ 

viously quoted figures. Closing prices, 
therefore, are:—Twenty-degree col: 
test, 98c.@$1 per gallon; 30-degree cold 
test, 88@90c.; 40-degree cold test, 824 
84c.; prime, 64@65c.; dark, 58@60c. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes: — 

Chicago, Sept. 4, 1913 

_The neatsfoot oil trade was again quiet in 
Chicago during the week, and prices ruling 
were unchanged from those of the preceding 
period, Inquiry is mainly for small lots, 
and supplies now on the local market are of 
moderate proportions. Quotations:—Pure 30 
degrees cold test neatsfoot oil, 90c. a gallon: 
extra, 60c.; No. 1, 54e¢. No change was noted 
in tallow oils, and the business passing was 
rather light at 60c. a gallon for pure and 
bec. a gallon for the acidless 

RED OIL.—No noteworthy develop- 
ments have been reported within the 
interval, but the meager character of 
spot stocks has continued to keep the 
local market firm for all grades, al- 
though the demand has been confined 
to relatively small lots. A majority of 
operators here are still confident that a 
greatly augmented volume of business 
will be noted a little later in the fall. 
Quotations are:—Elaine red oil, 54@ 
6c, for round lots, as to quality; sa- 
ponified oil, 6%@7c., as to seller and 
grade, 

STEARIC ACID.—Single pressed No. 
2 acid is now being offered in some 
quarters of the local market at 8%@ 
9c., while the double pressed or No. 1 
stock is also available at 10@10%c., and 
the extra refined or saponified descrip- 
tion is 12c. Only a light demand ‘is re- 
ported for any of the above-mentioned 
grades, while ‘superfine varieties of 
distilled acid, which are being main- 
tained at still higher levels than that 
for extra refined, are devoid of all ex- 
cept a meager jobbing inquiry. A 
strong market for raw materials is 
continuing, nevertheless, to stiffem the 
undertone of the local market for this 
product. 

SOD OIL.—Moderate offerings of th‘s 
oil are still being made here without 
attracting much new _ business. The 
undertone of the market continues 
very firm, however, and prices rema‘n 
unchanged at 38@40c. per gallon, as to 
quality and quantity, 

SEAL OIL.—More liberal offerings 
from first hands are now noted here, 
but no concessions have yet been made 
in the quotations named by these in- 


terests, which remain at 50@52c. per 
gallon. For jobbing parcels, however, 


second hands are still asking 53@56c. 
Only a light demand has been reported 
within the week. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—Hol?- 
ers of sperm oil in New Bedford con- 
tinue very firm in their views, and no 
transactions of consequence are there- 
fore being consummated in the crude 
grade. Stocks of crude oil remain at 
3,150 barrels. Only a routine jobbing 
business is reported in the refined 
grades, and prices for these descrip- 
tions are therefore more or less nom- 
inal. Dealers are still quoting the 
bleached winter grade at 70@72c. per 
gallon, as to grade, and the natural 
winter variety at 67@69c. A quiet mar- 
ket continues to be recorded for whale 
il, and prices remain unaltered, al- 
though the demand has fallen to 
meager proportions, and offerings of 
the refined grade are liberal. Prices 
still range from 50c. to 54c. per gal- 
lon, as to quality. There is only a light 
demand for whalebone in New Bedford, 
end no noteworthy developments have 
heen recorded in that market within 
the interval. The total stock on hand 
now amounts to 47,000 pounds of the 
Arctic variety. 

TALLOW OIL.—As Offerings of this 
cil continue very light, the undertone 
of the market is still decidedly strong, 
although buying operations are limited 
to purchases of hand-to-mouth quanti- 
ties. First hands continue to ask 63 
to 64c. per gallon for the acidless de- 
scription, and 60@6lc. for the prime 
grade. 


@Mineral Production of Colorade. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 5, 1913. 

In a review which the United States 
Geological Survey officials have just made 
of the mineral production of Colorado, 
attention is called to the decrease in cop- 
per and the increase in lead production, 
together with an increased output of 
nearly 40,000,000 pounds of zine in that 
State. The officials say that the copper 
production of Colorado decreased from 
8.000.000 pounds in 1911 to 7,000,000 pounds 
in 1912. The lead production increé 
from 69,679,289 pounds in 1911 to 75 
pounds in 1912. 

The zine output of Colorado (in terms 
of spelter and zine in zinc oxide), was 
132.222,812 pounds in 1912, as compared 
with 4,607,456 pounds in 1911, an increase 
for 1912 of 37,615,356 pounds in quantity, 
and of $3,730,749 in value. Lake county, 
with an increase for the year of 34,335,337 
pounds, furnished 105,945,783 pounds, or 8) 
per cent. of the State yield. The output 
of zine carbonate ore from Leadville was 
142.782 tons of 29.2 per cent. zinc, against 
83,905 tons of 31 per cent. zine in 1911. The 
zine sulphide ore shipped increased from 
79,376 tons of per cent. zine in 1911, to 
14,148 tons of 23.8 per cent. zine in 1912. 
Increased production of zinc was also 
made in Chaffee, Clear Creek, Dolores, 
Eagle. Fremont, Ouray, Pitkin, Saguache, 
San Juan, and Summit counties, and ap- 
preciable decreases were made in Mineral! 
Park and San Miguel counties. Zine pro- 
duction in concentrates amounted to 46,- 
063,94 pounds and in crude ore to 86,- 
188,%5 pounas.

THE BUENOS ATRES MARKET, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

There was less doing in the flaxseed 
market at Buenos Ayres during the period 
just closed. Prices showed an irregular 
movement at various times, tending 
towards higher levels, only to be reduced 
by liberal selling on the hard spots de- 
veloped. Prices started out strong and 
advances were seen on the first few days 
of the period, but on the higher prices 
established holders became good sellers 
in the way of securing profits, and the 
market sagged off from the best levels 
reached and showed a net gain of only 
ye. for the week. Crop reports were 
mainly of a favorable character, and 
largely responsible for the small gain 
shown. The strength displayed by flax- 
seed prices in the United States towards 
the close of the period had little effect 
on values at Buenos Ayres. Exporters 
were in the market on a smaller scale 
than of late, clearances from Argentina 
during the week totaling only 300,000 bush- 


els. This amount was considerably 
smaller than the preceding period, when 
it totaled 780,000 bushels, but it proved 


greatly in excess of a like time last year, 
when they were only 98,000 bushels. The 
exports of flaxseed by Argentina since 
January 1 are more than double those ot 
“a year ago, totaling 35,126,000 bushels, as 
contrasted with 15,911,000 bushels for a like 
time a year ago.

The Crop Year at Minneapolis. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 3, 1913. 

In the crop year just ended, several rec- 
ords were established at Minneapolis. 
Flaxseed receipts were 3,788,170 bushels 
larger than in 1911-12, and 6,708,200 bushels 
larger than in 1910-11. In only one year 
were they exceeded, and that the calendar 
year of 1908, when a total of 12,596,710 bush- 
els were received. 

In the volume of business done by Min- 
neapolis oil mills, the year was also very 
satisfactory, although, perhaps, on ac- 
count of competition and business condi- 
tions, relatively not as much money was 
made as in some earlier years. However, 
ths total shipments of oil increased ap- 
proximately 44,500,000 pounds, and cake and 
meal 97,200,000 pounds over 1911-12. 

The figures in detail follow for three 
crop years, flaxseed receipts and_ ship- 
ments being given in bushels, and linseed 
oil and oil cake and oil meal shipments

Northwestern Flax Crop. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 3, 1913. 

Flax cutting and threshing is well un- 
der way all through the Northwest, and 
new seed is beginning to arrive at in- 
terior elevators. The work is further ad- 
vanced in South Dakota than in either 
Minnesota or North Dakota, and the 
average yield for the State is declared to 
be eight or nine bushels per acre. In Min- 
nesota the yield is much better than this. 
In North Dakota many fields are still 
green and will take some time to ripen. 
Other fields have already been cut and 
threshed. Something as to the size of the 
crop there, the most important flax rais- 
ing State, will soon be known. 

The weather throughout the three 
States has been most favorable all week, 
but it is rainy to-day and this will de- 
lay field work somewhat. What is wanted 
now is warm, dry weather to hasten ma- 
turity of the flax that is still green and 
put it out of danger of frost. 

Detailed reports by counties in Minne- 
sota, according to the immigration office, 
follow:—Yellow Medicine county, flax 
yield fifteen bushels per acre. Pipestone 
county—ten bushels. Mower’ county 


eighteen bushels. Houston county—eleven 
bushels. Kittson county—twelve bushels, 
Polk county—nine bushels. Red Lake 


county—sixteen bushels. Jackson county 

eight bushels. Douglas county—twelve 
bushels. Fillmore county—ten bushels. 
Nobles county—ten bushels. Aitkin coun- 
ty—sixteen bushels. Kandiyohi county— 
ten bushels. Olmstead county—eleven 
bushels.

The above comparisons are reflective 
of the disparagement between comple- 
tions and new production. It will be 
recalled that the high grade fields last 
year were featured by the prolific de- 


velopment in Kanawha County, West 
Virginia, while the operations so far 
this year have failed to open a new 


pool capable of producing a thousand 
barrels a day. The fact that the gen- 
eral production has not shown a further 
slump is attributed to the multiplicity 
of small wells throughout the old dis- 
tricts which are making them produce 
to their full capacity. The well sus- 
tained position of the crude market 
continues a keen incentive for drilling 
and wildcat operations are still at their 
height. A large part of the experi- 
mental drilling is credited to new tal- 
ent and capital, the only opportunity 
for which was outside of the trend of 
earlier developments. 

The week’s review of high grade field 
operations indicates a material gain in 
completions, although the new produc- 


tion has not scored a_ proportionate 
gain. The returns for the week are 
305 completions, 5,940 barrels of new 








production and 81 dry holes, as against 
207 completions, 5,798 barrels of new 
production and 77 dry holes of the 
former week. 

Pennsylvania, West Virginia, south- 
eastern Ohio and Kentucky scored the 
greater number of completions, while 
the gain in new production was cred- 


ited to Pennsylvania, southeastern 
Ohio and Illinois. Southeastern Ohio 
presented the greatest proportionate 


increase in completions and new pro- 
duction. West Virginia sustained a 
material loss in new production. Light 
producers have been the rule of late 
West Virginia developments, and little 
of particular interest has been drilled 
in this section of the State. One of the 
best strikes was in the Spencer district 
of Roane County, the well coming in 
at the rate of 40 barrels the first 16 
hours. Fair producers have been drilled 
in the Sardis district of Harrison 
county, and the prospects for steadily 
increasing production seem encourag- 
ing. The best producer in the district 
was, according to a late report, holding 
up at 190 barrels a day. The best wells 
in Kanawha county were 40-barrel pro- 
ducers. The deep sand territory of 
southeastern Ohio has been furnishing 
good producers with more regularity 
than any other section of the eastern 
field, and is now attracting more in- 
terest than at any time during the last 
three years. A development of par- 
ticular interest is near Union Furnace, 
Starr township, Hocking county. One 
of the late comnvletions came in at 110 
barrels a day. Another interesting 
well in this section was two and one- 
half miles from producing limits giving 
further impetus to tests to determine 
the extent of producing territory, Perry 
county had to its credit a well of ex- 
ceptional capacity in Pike township, 
being rated as good for 220 barrels the 
first 24 hours, making it the best of 
the deep sand wells. Another comple- 
tion in Perry county was credited with 
producing 175 barrels. Both of these 
wells were drilled in the Crooksville 
district. 

Kentucky advices indicate operations 


of a routine character, with no un- 
usual strikes reported in any of the 
districts. The best completion in the 


Cannel City pool of Morgan county was 
a 10-barrel well. The territory  be- 
tween this pool and the Stillwell dis- 
trict, the new field of Wolfe county, 
has been subjected to further discour- 
agement by the bringing in of another 
dry hole. In Western Kentucky Ohio 
county is attracting the keenest inter- 
est and the field contains the greater 
part of the drilling force in that sec- 
tion. As the result of digging a deep 
post hole in Webster county, a res- 
ervoir of oil was said to have been 
tapped. <A test well was drilled in 
that county many years ago and 
plugged after showing a fair quantity 
of oil. 

The weck’s review of the Lima fields 
in \Northwestern Ohio and Indiana 
notes a decline in comjietions and new 
production in both sections. The in- 
teresting development of the week was 


in the Indiana end in Sullivan county, 
where of the five completions two were 
reported good for a total of 400 bar- 
rels a day. Wood county holds the 
lead in both completions and new 
preductions in the Ohio end. It is be- 
lieved that operations will be pushed 
With fair degree of activity during the 
fall, with the prospects more encourag- 
ing fer increasing the production. Al- 
theugh a slight decrease is shown in 
the week’s completions in Illinois, the 
new production was above that of the 
former week. The failure of sufficient 
waier supply is still a menace to 
operations. With relief from this con- 
dition a renewal of activity is pre- 
dicted not only in the defined sections 
but in many of the wildcat districts of 
the State. The bulk of drilling is now 
in progress in Lawrence county, while 
considerable new work is under way 
in the shallow fields of Clark, Cumber- 
land and Crawford counties. The best 
well in the north end of the field in 
Clark county had a production of 175 
barrels a day. In advance of the old 
producing fields in Macoupin county 
a century producer was drilled in 
Bushey Creek township, being practi- 
cally undeveloped territory. The _ to- 
tal output of the Illinois fields is placed 
not much more than 70,900 barrels a 
day, indicating a considerable decline. 
The loss is attributed chiefly to the 
older wells with their excessive drain 
upon the producing sands. 

In spite of the continued drought and 
excessive heat operation in the mid- 
continent field drilling has been con- 
tinued on a fairly active scale and 
heavy leasing operations from. the 
Texas line to Kansas City have been 
consummated. Even on the prospects 
f increased production a reaction to 
the crude market does not seem to be 
feared. Cushing is the leading develop-

REFINED PRODUCTS,

Texas is being more closely watched than the 
development work close to production or in de- 
fined limits. The spasmodic flow of black oil 
at the Rio Bravo Oil Company’s well on the 
Josh Bland tract, on the James Dyson survey, 
a couple of miles = of Tulane station and 
about nine miles west of Orange, in Orange 
county, dispelled all doubt as to the presence 
of crude oil in Orange county. The most con- 
servative estimates place the capacity of the 
new well at numerous figures from 100 up to 
2,000 barrels, but the well actually produced 
but 200 barrels and is not the gusher that it 
has been reported to be. Effort to secure 
leases in the vicinity found that most of the 
territory for miles around was under lease to 
the Rio Bravo Oil Company and the Terry Oil 
Company. When a strip of property was 
found that was not held under lease the land 
owner would ask a bonus of several times the 
value of the land if sold outright, and that, 
coupled with the heavy expense of drilling a 
hole 3,200 feet to get a well, discouraged the 
visitors and most of them left the field. About 
a year ago the Terry Oil Company started a 
well only a short distance from the new well, 
but only reached a depth of about 1,200 feet 
when the hole was lost and the depth as far 
as the drill went looked so good to the Terry 
company that arrangements were made be- 
tween the Terry and Rio Bravo companies to 
drill two wells each and divide the results 
equally between them. The Terry company is 
now at work on its well on the Kishi tract, 
about half a mile southeast from the gusher, 
but at about 1,280 feet this well was held up 
and later reports are that the Rio Bravo com- 
pany had secured an option on the Terry 
company's interests in the leases, while some 
of the Terry company’s stockholders claim that 
the option is invalid, which will probably re- 
sult in a long-drawn-out litigation before the 
matter is finally settled in court. A bonus 
price of $1,000 per acre has been asked for 
some leases in the immediate vicinity of the 
good well. Many of the leases will expire 
this month unless some work is started and 
the bringing in of the good well has created a 
general hustle among the leaseholders, with 
the result that the next week or so will see 
many new derricks up within a short distance 
of the new gusher. When struck on August 17 
the well flowed spasmodically at the rate of 
200 barrels a day, but has now gone down to 
125 barrels a day. ‘The Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany has rushed up a derrick for a well on the 
Burton tract, a mile east of the new discovery, 
so as to comply with the lease upon the land, 
and the Gulf Company will start work at 
once on the Granger tract, just across the road 
from the well being drilled by the Terry com- 
pany and other individuals holding leases are 
getting busy, the lumber dealers doing a thriv- 
ing business.

The week 
shows six completions in Goose Creek field, 
and all are dusters. 

Much wildcat work is under way in the fol 
lowing counties:—Orange, Brazoria, Titus, Har 
din, Jim Green, Gonzales, Grimes, Jefferson, 
Harris, and others. It is estimated that close 
to 400 wildcat wells are drilling throughout 
Texas and Louisiana, 

Leasing is quite active in Sabine Parish, 
due to the drilling of a big well by the Gulf 
Refining Company near Mansfield, in the De 
Soto Parish. Fully 500,000 acres is held under 
lease for oil and gas purposes in Sabine Par- 
ish alone and four new tests are now being 
located for wildcat wells 

In the Pan Handle country Electra. still 
leads in operations and production. The Pan 
Handle field has a daily production of about 
28,000 barrels, of which 26,000 is in the Elec- 
tra end. The Burkburnett field shows about 
950 barrels a day; the Eeds district, 420 bar 
rels; Iowa Park district, 90 barrels; Petrolia 
field, Clay county, 1,400 barrels.

2 Elliott tract, dry; No, 1 Priddy, dry; No. 1 
Hiserman tract, 100 barrels: No. 4 Borchelt 
tract, 15 barrels; No. 1 Luke Wilson tract, dry 
Possibly Archer county has seen more ready 
cash spent in oil developments than any of 
the late counties without any result.

Down at Neodesha, Ht Hale has com- 
pleted another 50-barrel well on the Kimball, 
adjoining the town on the south, A. J. Yoke, 
of Tulsa, is drilling a test on the Harmon, 
north of town. North of this and near Altoona 
some fine wells are being found, and quite a 
development is promising. Off toward Cha 
nute from Altoona there is a vast tract which 
from wells drilled for gas looks like mighty 
promising oi] territory when the fraternity 
gets ready to drill for it 

One of the best wells in the Humboldt field 
in Allen county has just been completed on 
the Scott McKinley farm by Ashcrook & Me 
Kinley It is good for 75 barrels a day. The 
Kansas Crude Oil Company, which owns a 
small refinery: at Chanute and which was 
closed down for a year or more, is now run- 
ning part time and is handling on an average 
of 20 barrels a day. The Rollins Refinery, 
Which was also shut down for some time, has 
resumed part time operations, and is averag- 
ing about 50 barrels a day. The Kansas City 
Oil and Refining Company's plant which was 


recently sold to Greenlees & Tyrell, has started 
up during the past Week and is now running 

4) barrels a day through its stills i Be 
Marcell, the Chanute refiner, is selling them 
their product, getting the crude from Cushing. 
Inquiry has been made concerning the Uncle 
Sam refinery at Kansas City. The Uncle Sam 
Oil Company never had a refinery at Kansas 
City It started to build a plant there, never 
completed it, moved some of its incompleted 
Atchison plant there and now use a few tanks 
for storage purposes. The Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company expects to have oil going through 
some of its stills in its new refinery at Sand 
Springs some time in November. The effect 
of high priced crude and low priced by-prod- 
ucts is already being felt among the smaller 
refiners and distress stories are beginning to 
waft in on the breezes of gossip. Some are 
coming from those who were supposed to be 
strongest in the game. 

It is said that Clauss,

The same wells 
now would be quite valuable. 

A 2,000,000-foot gas well has 
drilled on the M. M. Long lease in 
d{strict between Cherryvale jand 
Hugh Hale will do some drilling in this dis- 
trict this fall. There are ‘several strings of 
tools running southeast of Cherryvale and 
half a dozen between this city and Sycamore. 

The point was well illustrated again down 
in the Dewey district of Northern Oklahoma 
the other day that it does not pay to stop 
drilling a hole in this field until the Mississippi 
lime is reached if oil or gas is not found 
before that depth is reached.

ROUMANIAN PETROLEUM REPORT, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Bucarest, Aug. 21, 1913 
The mobilization of the Roumanian army, 
which crossed the Danube and in a few days 
j a great part of the Bulgarian terri- 


occup ert 
tory, ivancing to a few kilometers from Sofia, 
the Bulgarian capital, resulted in a stop of the 
war operations, and in consequence of the blood 
shed between Bulgarians, Servians and Greeks 
of the Roumanian Govern- 








Upon an invitation 

ment, the delegates of the fighting countries 
(among whom were the prime ministers of 
those countries) gathered in Bucarest for a 
peace conference, and, after a few days’ dis- 
cussions, arrived at an agreement, so that the 


treaty of peace was signed on August 10, 
putting an end to the Balkan war. : 
The petroleum industry, which had to suffer 
from that war, witnessed with satisfaction 
its termination, and the new era of peace will 
permit its quiet development by continued 
and untroubled work 

The price for crude oil was in slight increase, 
the Bustenari grade being quoted «vt 7.30 to 7.40 
francs per 100 kilos. The demand reflects a 
fair degree of activity, but the quantities 
offered for sale are of no importance. 
eontracts for long terms are closed, ag sellers 
are reserved, expecting better pri 
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The production of crude oil is now of about 








6,200 tons per day, or within about 300 tons 
of the daily production before the mobiliza- 
tion. This satisfactory result is due in a large 
measure to the bringing in of several impor- 
tant wells and to the fact that work has been 
redoubled on the part of available staff in 
order to keep up the production. 

The transportations of goods on the Rou 
manian railways which from the day of the 
mobilization had been entirely stopped, has 
now been resumed in some measure, and, be- 
sides a more or less regular traffic in the in- 
terior of the country, the railroad management 
has recently put to the disposal of the petro- 
leum industry three trains of fifty tanw cars 
each daily for the transportation of petroleum 
products from the various refineries to Con 
stantza for export However, these shipments 
will be again interrupted for a short time, due 
to the military trains necessary to the trans- 
portation of the army returning home after 
demobilization 

Returns from the fields indicate little change 
in general conditions affecting development 
work, There were some new completions, but 
the production in comparison was less favor 
able. The Colombia well continues to yield 
about 550 tons a day by eruption, p to the 





end of July this well had produced $54,000 tons 
of oil. 

The Concordia company’s well No. 16 at 
Bordeni, which came in in July with an ini- 
tial production of 250 tons and then settled 
down to 110 tons a day, has made these last 
days powerful eruptions, with an output of 
about 300 tons a day. 

The Steaua Romana company’s total produc- 
tion was 1,010 tons a day on the average, of

state petroleum monopoly. The company will 
principally take care of the petroleum trans- 
portation from Roumania and Russia along the 
Danube and the transportation of iron down 
the Danube.

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports.

Philadelphia, Sept. 4, 1913. 

Exports of petroleum in bulk from thi 
port during the past week totaled 5,383 
gallons, comprising the cargoes of three 
tank steamships. This brings the _ total 
for the year thus far up to 171,201,065 gal- 
lons, while during the same period in 1912 
the total bulk exports were 185,819,892 gal- 
lons, 

The vessels to clear, their destinations 
and the nature of their cargoes were as 
follows:—German steamer Brilliant, for 
Copenhagen, with 1,449,208 gallons of re- 
fined petroleum, valued at $77,109.12; Brit- 
ish steamship Aral, for Dover, for orders, 
with 1,000,000 gallons of refined petroleum; 
British steamship San Silvestre, for Dub- 
lin and Belfast, with 2,934,027 gallons of 
refined petroleum. 

During the week manifests returned 
show the following heavy shipments of 
the non-explosive mineral oils and 
greases sent out in the regular merchant 
vessels sailing from this port:—Dutch 
steamer Zuiderdyk, for Rotterdam, with 
31,400 gallons of lubricating oil; British 
steamer Carthaginian, for Glasgow, with 
34,841 gallons of lubricating oil, and for 
St. Johns with 3,304 gallons of lubricating 
oil. The total for the week of oils of this 
class was 69.545 gallons, and for the year 
thus far is 25,188,492 gallons.

HIGH RECORD FOR’ CALIFORNIA 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTION, 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Aug. 30, 1015 
happened in the oil fields here 
during July. Every one conversant with the 
situation knew there would be an overproduc- 
tion, but operators were agreeably surprised 
that it was not greater than it was. Fortu- 
nately, deliveries for the month were so heavy 
that with an ordinary month's’ production 
there would be a big shortage. The official 
figures showing conditions in the field, given 
herewith, are not as depressing, therefore, as 
they might be, and yet it must be noted that 
the increase in production is created with a 
minimum of drilling. There are tools in 
operation in California at the present time 
than for several years past, and despite this 
fact the July output was the largest by 3,600 
barrels a day of any month in the history 
of the industry. The long looked for passing 
of the ‘‘gusher territory’’ in the Sunset-Midway 
field has failed to arrive. First in one section 
of the field and then in another a well will 
vecasionally be brought in that upsets all cal- 
culations and runs the aggregate output up to 
alarming proportions. 

There was a small overproduction in June of 
about 3,000 barrels a day, owing to a big drop 
in deliveries, but the July surplus is caused 
entirely from the increase in output. The d 
liveries, as stated above, were big; in fact, ex- 
ceeding all previous months’ records, with a 
single exception, 

In the fields operations 
curtailing and less new 
taken all the time. Most of the activity con- 
tinues, it is noted, in the Lost Hills and the 
La Habra Valley districts. Drilling in the 
Sunset-Midway is constantly declining, and yet 
it is to this field that the overproduction must 
be attributed, One or two gushers are all 
that it requires to increase the output. This 
time it happens to be the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 10, on section 36-31-23, which came 
in at 20,000 barrels and is now doing 10,000 
barrels under control. With this thing likely 
to be repeated at any time the operator is 
sitting tight and waiting.

The total July output from all fields was 
8,575,906 barrels, the largest, as stated, of any 
month in the history of the industry, being a 
daily average of 276,578 barrels, Chis com- 
pares with a total in June of 8,100,941 barrels, 
a daily average of 270,331 barrels.

Practically this entire in- 
crease is due to the one well referred to, 
which more than made up for natural decline 
in some 1,100 old wells. 

Of the total State’ production, the valley 
fields produced 6,829,459 barrels, or 415,354 
barrels more than they did in June, The c- 
ond largest field in the State is Coalinga, 
which furnished 1,654,470 barrels in July, but 


this was no gain over June, and in fact all the 
valley fields, except Sunset-Midway, remained 
about stationary so far as daily output was 
concerned. 

The coast fields show a gain over 
vious month of about 400 barrels 
output, the total for July being 563 
as against 534,450 barrels in June. This g 
is credited to the Santa Maria field, where 
the Union Oil Company has been securing some 
very good wells in its Newton lease. 

The southern field’s total yield for July 
amounted to 1,180,720 barrels, a daily average 
of 38,000 barrels. Of these the Fullerton field, 
the largest of the group, shows a decline of 
about 1,500 barrels a day. This is offset by a 
gain in the Whittier-Coyote field of about the 
same amount. Little change is noted in any 
of the other fields. 

Of the important fields of 
showing gains in output are Sunset-Midway, 
Kern River, McKittrick, Santa Maria and 
Whittier. Those showing a loss are Coalinga, 
Lost Hills, Fullerton and Salt Lake. 

The total number f producing wells 
increased in July by ¢ Most of this incr 
was in the valley’ fields, although Kern River 
shows 12 less producers in July than in June. 

Consumption figures took a very satisfactory 
jump in July, and is approaching the 
water mark made last March, when 8,5 
barrels, or 276,717 barrels a day were 
livered. In July the total deliveries were 8,- 
: 402 barrels, which is a daily average of 
268.561 barrels. This compares with a total 
of 8,011,831 barrels and a daily average of 
267,061 barrels in June. This big gain in 
deliveries brings down what might have been 
a big month’s surplus to 248,504 barrels, or 
less than one day's output.

Work in the fields shows a continued decline, 
There are but 337 stringe of tools at work in 
the entire State. This is thirty-six less than 
there were in June and a decrease of fifty-five 
since May. In the valley fields there are 215 
strings running. To these districts most of the 
work of the large concerns are confined. The 
small operator is lying very quietly just now in 














the valley fields. It is doubtful if there are 
twenty-five wells being drilled by concerns 
other than the Standard, General Petroleum, 
K., T. and O., Associatedg@nion and Santa Fe 

In the southern fields 4 ‘re are a total of 
107 strings in operation Vifty-four of these 
are in the Fullerton-La Habra Valley dis 
trict Iialf of these are operated by the 
Standard, Union and Associated, but in all 
the southern fields there are more independent 
concerns at work than elsewhere 

Work in the coast districts has almost 
stopped entirely. but twelve wells are being 
drilled—nine in Santa Maria and three in Lom 
poc—and in several of these work is shut down 
half the time, 

There were forty-eight new rigs built during 
the month, thirty-seven of which were in the 
valley and the balance in the south. No new 
rigs went up on the coast. There were sixty- 
seven wells completed, as compared with 
sixty-four in June. Five wells were abandoned

Shells Buy Two More? 

The report referred to last week that the 
Turner Oil Company and the W. K. Oil Com- 
pany, operating on 640 acres in the eastern 


part of the Coalinga field, adjacent to the Cali- 





fornia GOilfields, Ltd., property, have been pur- 
chased by the Shell-Royal Dutch concern is 
generally accepted by local oil men. The loca- 


tion of the properties, the quality of the prod- 
uct and the fact that the production is not 
tied up on a long contract are features that 
appear to make them desirable acquisitions 
by the big London concern 

The two companies have an output of 4,000 
barrels a day of oil running from 25 to 30 de- 
grees in gravity, an excellent refining product, 
now being sold to the Standard, but it is said 
that not only these contracts, but also the one 
between the Standard and the California Oil- 
fields, will expire within the next three 
months. The purchase of these concerns, there- 
fore, means that the Standard will about 
18.000 barrels a day of the best refining oil in 
the State It also means that the best part 
of the east side of the great Coalinga field will 
pass into the hands of foreigners. 

How the new owners intend to handle their 
product is not yet known. They have no pipe 
line facilities of their own, but may under 
the new common carrier law foree the Stand- 
ard, Associated or Independents to carry their 
oil to tidewater. For some time, it was re- 
ported, the Shell interests were figuring on a 
pipe line project, contemplating the construc- 
tion of a line from the valley flelds to tide- 
water at Ventura, but it is unders d this 
has now been abandoned.

Will Contest Pipe Line Bill, 


It is more than probable that every 
in the State will declare itself a common 
earrier according to the provisions of the bill 
passed by the last legislature.

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Paint Making and Color Grinding

OILS, SOLVENTS, VARNISHES AND DRIERS. 


Linseed Oil, 


So far linseed oil has not found an equal in paint making, although the subject 
has been one of deep study, and while other fixed oils have been discovered that 
for certain purposes have been expected to take its place, it has yet to be demon- 
strated that such is really the case in long practice. China wood or tung oil, while 
Superior ‘to linsqed oil in certain directions, especially in its resisting power to 
water, has not shown itself adapted to replace linseed oil in making oi] paints as 
we know and desire them, As we go along in the consideration of other paint oils 
we will show the reasons for this. To go into the technical study of linseed oil 
and its chemistry would be a waste of time and space here, because it would 
simply be a useless repetition of what has been written on the subject by eminent 
students in its chemistry. To those who wish to go further into the characteristics 
and chemical composition of linseed oil the writer would refer to the following 
works as standard on the subject:—‘‘Linseed and Other Seed Oils,’ by William D. 
Ennis, M. E., a very complete American treatise; ‘‘Drying Oils, Boiled Oil and 
oe and Liquid Driers,’ an English translation from the German of Louis Edgar 
Andes. 

The practical paint maker and color grinder, however, need not consider linseed 
oil for any other purpose, but that of getting the best and purest as well as that 
which is of a quality giving the results he is striving for. If he deals with a 
reputable crusher of linseed oil and carefully checks up and examines deliveries he 
need have no anxiety about the effect of the oil upon his products; but it is also 
up to him to exercise the utmost care and watchfulness to have his storage tanks 
cleaned out at regular intervals, because even the purest and most well-settled oils 
will in time deposit a slimy substance known as oil foots, and when this is per- 
mitted to accumulate it will cloud the oil when the contents of the tank become 
agitated from any cause. Many a batch of color or paint has gone wrong and the 
cause could not be traced to the proper source because of the stereotyped excuse 
that the formula was followed to the letter and the oil was the same as had always 
been used. Yet the trouble of improper drying or inferior binding properties of the 
material might be directly traced to oil foots. In the case of boiled oil this is even 
worse, as it stands to reason that the;litharge and manganese, after having given 
up their oxygen to the body of the oil, are still in fine division, and on settling 
drop to the bottom of the Storage tanks as a useless, slimy mass, carrying with it 
some of the glycerides that are broken by the boiling process. This refers to the 
kettle or fire-boiled oil. But in the present-day process of boiling oil, where the 
oil is only heated to a high enough temperature to expel moisture and a cheap 
lead or manganese resinate drier is introduced in liquid form, it is still more 
necessary’ to be on the lookout for precipitated matter. 

As to the purity of linseed oil, the best precaution is to purchase supplies from 
reliable crushers or their agents only, who will not sell sophisticated linseed oil in 
any form. As to detection of adulteration in linseed oil, there are a few very 
simple tests. In the first place a standard gallon of 231 cubie inches must not 
weigh less than seven and three-quarter pounds when oil shows a temperature of 





@ degrees Fahrenheit. Ordinary boiled linseed oil should weigh seven pounds 
thirteen ounces to seven pounds fourteen ounces, while heavy boiled linseed oil 
(oxidized oil) may weigh anywhere from seven pounds fifteen ounces to eight 


pounds two ounces per gallon, When linseed oil is placed on a strip of glass that 
has been painted jet black and shows a bloom, or iridescence, it is doctored either 
with mineral oil or rosin oil, which can be determined by the characteristie odor. 
Admixtures of linseed oil and corn oil or linseed oil and cottonseed oil can be 
detected by placing some of the oil between the palms of the hands, rubbing 
briskly and noting the odor thus emitted, Fish oil in admixture with linseed oil 
is readily detected by its odor, which cannot be disguised. The presence of soya 
bean oil, however, cannot well be ascertained by simple tests, and a chemical 
analysis is necessury and sometimes misleading at that. 


Oils, Other Than Linseed, in Paint. 


There are quite a number of these, drying, semi-drying and non-drying, and not 
a few have their special uses in paint. The most important of the drying variety 
is China wood oil or tung oil, which has been fully described to its origin, 
characteristics and uses in a previous chapter and requires no further reference 
here.

DRYING OLLS FOR COLORS AND PAINTS. 

POPPYSEED OIL is, next to linseed oil, most prominent for grinding the finer 
grades of zine white and artists’ colors, and must be classed among the drying 
paint oils for the reason that when pressed from ripe seed it dries very nearly as 
rapidly as raw linseed oil. The reason for the use of poppyseed oil in colors or 
paints is due to the non-darkening of this oil and its free spreading. Its 
advantages over linseed oil, however, are overestimated by some paint makers. 

BOMBAY NUT OIL was at one time largely offered at a price somewhat lower 
than poppyseed oil, was very clear, almost water white, and while the specific 
gravity of poppyseed oil hovered about .926 this walnut oil was slightly heavier, 
uveraging .932, and its drying property fully equal to that of bleached linseed oil. 
However, this oil has not been heard from in the market for some time. 

SUNFLOWER SEED OIL is also classed among the drying oils, but it has not 
found its way into general commerce and therefore nothing more is known about 
it than has been ascertained in an experimental way, which is that it has the 
specific gravity of poppyseed oil and nearly all of its other characteristics. 

HEMPSEED OIL also belongs to the class of vegetable drying oils, but this 











seed being raised principally in Russia and a few other localities in Europe, it is 
used mostly there as a paint oil; and if any is brought to this country it comes 
as an admixture with linseed oil. Its specific: gravity runs a little below that of 


linseed oil—between .926 and .930; its drying quality is slightly deficient as agains: 
that of raw linseed oil, but the chief objection to its use is its darkenning tendency, 
which makes it serviceable only in outside paint in the darker colors. Russian 
authorities, however, claim that for wearing property it is far superior to linseed 


oil. This may be due to climatie conditions, 

OTHER DRYING VEGETABLE OILS, as nigerseed oil, tobacco seed oil, 
Scotch firseed oil, ete., that are not readily obtainable in commerce, are not at all 
interesting to the paint maker and color grinder. 

Another vegetable drying oil that has been largely imported for some time into 


this country and Europe, under the name of CANDLE NUT OIL, by soapmakers 
and is known to science as KUKUI OIL, ‘is now being tested by progressive 
varnish and paint manufacturers. It bids fair to be a strong competitor of linseed 
oil when its characteristics become better known to the trade and it is prepared 
in a more scientific manner than it is now. When expressed from the kernels it 
nas a rather dark color of reddish character, but when extracted it is light yellow 














in color and the odor jis not so strong as in the expressed article. In the issue of 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter of July M4, 1913, Volume 84, No. 2, page 34, will 
be found a very interesting article on the “CHEMISTRY OF KUKUL OIL,” by 
Alice R. Thompson, where the values of this oil are given as follows:—Specitic 
gravity, .92 at 15.5 Centigrade; saponification value, 179.1; iodine number 155.5: 
Hebner value, 89.9; soluble acids, 1.71; Reichert Meicel number, 2.86. This would 
indicate that this oil is so far not quite as good a drying oil as Linseed, but 
considerably better in drying than soya bean oil. It is just possible, however,

Another drying oil, which is of animal origin, is the fish oil known as 
MENHADEN OIL. This is barred out, however, from,use in many paint 
materials, especially in interior paints, because of its offensive odor, and is made 
use of only in special outside paints, as in roof paints, some stack paints and by 
some manufacturers in other specialties, 

SEMI-DRYING AND NON-DRYING OILS 

Among those that interest paint manufacturers mostly should be classed sova

a large extent to perpetuate over many months 
a state of unfair advantage or absolute monop- 
oly. Furthermore, it is to be considered that 
when the avowedly protective tariffs of 1890 
and 1897 were adopted by the Republican party, 
the increased rates were clapped upon all mer- 
chandise in warehouses at the date of the 
enactment of the bills, notwithstanding that 
euch a course was prejudicial to the importers 
by depriving them of the advantage of the 
former rates and also hurtful to the consuming 
public by automatically driving up the prices 
of the commodities of which they had _ need. 
There is a further consideration that we 
should like to present to you that has a special} 
relation to our line. You will understand that 
there are many businesses that must have an 
accumulation of stock to be drawn upon as 
the same is called for, such is particularly 
true of our business which covers a line inclu- 


sive of about 1,000 patterns, even the same 
patterns may vary in color or some slight Ge- 
tail. It is impossible for us to anticipate just 
what pattern, or style of pattern, will be 
called for, In order therefore to keep our 
business going we must at all times have at 
hand considerable stock to draw upon. With 


that in view we have accumulated a large col- 
lection to add to our reserve stock. This we 
have done in a perfectly legitimate way with 
no purpose of evading or defeating the tariff. 
if we could sell our entire reserve stock to-day, 
we should doubtless do so. Consider our posi- 
tion, however, when the new tariff goes into 
effect, according a lower duty upon our article 
and such lower duty is denied us as to our 
warehoused stock. We should be placed in a 
very serious dilemma. Either we sifould have 
to let our business come to a standstill or draw 
upon our stock and sell it at a substantial 
loss because of a lower duty going into effect 
as to new importations. 

The amendment of Senator Sutherland prom- 
ises to be ineffective in very large measure. 
We are advised that, in anticipation of the 
enactment of the new tariff bill, accumulations 
of merchandise have been made at the different 
ports of shipment in the various foreign coun- 
tries. Immediately upon the going into effect 
of the new tariff these goods will be trans- 
ported here as fast as they can be ladened 
upon ships. The demoralization which Mr. 
Sutherland seems to fear would therefore be 
threatened even in spite of his amendment by 
reason of these great accumulations of mer- 
chandise abroad. I might state, further, that 
concerns like ours, that have been doing for 
years in a regular way business upon a sub- 
stantial scale and have paid whatever duties 
have been prescribed under the different tariffs, 
would be at a very considerable disadvantage 
as against new concerns especially organized 
to do business under the lower rates that may 
be accorded in the new tariff. We have done 
business with the government for years and 
have relied upon the preservation of this old 
clause that warehouse goods should be sub- 
jected to the duties in effect at the time of 
their withdrawal. If this provision is to be 
abolished, we, who have some standing in this 
country, will be exposed to the unfair advan- 
tage thus conferred upon many new concerns 
of no standing comparable to ours. 

We therefore respectfully insist that the 
Sutherland amendment above mentioned should 
be rejected. We understand that this amend- 
ment will shortly come up for discussion in 
your committee, and we therefore pray that 
the points we have presented may have the 
benefit of your examination at this time. 


Senator Sutherland’s amendment was 
rejected by the Senate by a vote of 
to 23. 

With the exception of the paragraphs 
that were passed over,.and further con- 
sideration to be given an ameindment of- 
fered relating to the proposition for creat- 
ing a tariff commission, the administra- 
tive sections of the bill were completed. 


Chemical Schedule Consideration. 


The chemical schedule of the bill was 
practically completed on Monday, al- 
though a number of paragraphs were re- 
referred to the Finance Committee for 
certain changes which Senator La Fol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, has suggested and 
which he stated his purpose to discuss 
with the sub-committee in charge of the 
schedule. 

When the Senate on Monday reverted 
to the paragraphs in the different sched- 
ules that had been passed over, the ob- 
ject was stated to be to consider and 
finally pass upon all paragraphs that had 
been passed over, but not those para- 
graphs which had been recommitted to 
the Finance Committee for further exam- 
ination, upon which reports are expected 
to be made later. 


Caffeine and Compounds, 


The first paragraph to be considered on 
Monday in schedule A was No. 14, relat- 
ing to caffeine. This paragraph had been 
passed over at the request of Senator 
Smoot, who at this time discussed the 
subject with Senator Johnson, of Maine, 
in charge of the schedule, as follows:— 


I notice that in the pending bill caffeine 
carries a rate of duty of $1 a pound. In the 
present law it falls under the basket clause, 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem. The treasury re- 
ports show that the value of caffeine runs 
from $1.82 to $3.12 a pound. I think $3 is 
about the quoted value to-day. 

Mr. Johnson:—Mr. President, if the Senator 
will pardon me, I think the figures are in- 
correct as given in the handbook. At the 
hearings before the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee the Treasury Department submitted a 
statement showing that no caffeine had been 
imported at less than $3 a pound. 

Mr. Smoot:—Mr. President, I made the state- 
ment that the reports of the Treasury De- 
partment showed that the valuations of caf- 
feine run from $1.82 to $3.12. I think the 
Senator will not dispute that statement. I 
myself believe that caffeine is worth more 
than $1.82 a pound, and I stated that the price 
to-day was a little above $3 a pound. 

I suppose the reason the increase has been 
made is that in the same paragraph we find 
that “‘impure tea, tea wasre, tea siftings or 
sweepings, for manufacturing purposes, in 
pond, pursuant to the provisions of the act 
of May 16, 1908," are dutiable at 1 cent per 
pound. Under the present law impure tea, 
tea waste and tea siftings come in free of 
duty 1 do not know why the change hag 
been made. Most of the tea siftings, tea waste 
and impure tea used in this country is con- 
sumed by the Monsanto Chemical Works, of 
St. Louis, Mo. I take it for granted, however 
that the answer as to the reason for imposing 
upon these articles the duty of 1 cent a pound 
will be ‘‘for revenue purposes.’’ 





l remember when Senator Cockrell first be- 
came interested in a bill permitting impure 
tea, tea waste and tea siftings to come into 
this country free of duty. I take it that the 
bill was introduced in the House. I remember 
that the Senator from Missouri also supported 
a bill of a similar nature At that time I 
thought it was proper, and I think so still. It 
is impossible to produce those articles in this 
country They never will be produced in this 
country, and they are imported for the pur- 
pose of the manufacture of caffeine. 

In this bil] the rate upon caffeine has been 
increased and a duty of 1 cent per pound im- 


posed upon impure tea, tea waste and tea sift- 
ings l] am not going to take notice of the 
reports I have heard in relation to the im- 
mense amount of tea siftings the Monsanto 
Chemical Works have on hand and will be

benefited by the imposition of 1 cent duty. 
They may need all the advantages possible 
after the passage of this bill. 1 should like 


to encourage the company 
way. 

During the last few days I have taken a lit- 
tle interest in looking up the particular items 
that this firm makes. I have also taken pains 
to learn the prices of some of those articles 
when we had to depend entirely upon Germany 
for them and the prices since they have been 
made in this country. After the passage of 
the present law the St. Louis firm began the 
manufacture of a great many chemical prepa- 
rations and medicinal compounds that never 
were made before in this country. As to one 
or two of the products of that concern, the 
German manufacturer tried to drive them out 
of business by reducing the price below cost 


in every possible 


of manufacture. If it were necessary, I could 
name the great reductions to the American 
people that have been brought about by this 


one firm undertaking the manufacture of arti- 
eles as to which in the past the German man- 
ufacturer had absolute control of this market. 

I feel that it is an injustice to impose a duty 
upon impure tea, tea waste and tea siftings, 
and I wish to ask the Senator having this 
part of the bill in charge if this is not one 
of the cases that should be reconsidered and 
no duty imposed. 

In this connection I desire to say that I shall 
again refer to this firm when we reach para- 
graph 19, but I shall be glad if the Senator 
will now give the Senate his opinion in regard 


to this matter. 
Mr. Johnson:—Mr. President, the committee 
have fully considered the paragraph referred 


to and have made a further investigation. We 
find that the duty upon caffeine, which is 25 
per cent., has been increased to about 33 per 
cent. by this specific duty of $1 per pound. 
The price at which caffeine is imported is 
about $3 a pound, and the duty of $1 per 
pound is therefore about 33 per cent, 

In view of this increase upon the product 
of caffeine a slight duty upon tea waste, which 
is the raw material used in making caffeine, 
can be easily borne and will afford a revenue 
of some $60,000 a year. The committee are 
of the opinion that no change should be made 


in the paragraph, but that it should stand 
as reported. 
Senator Smoot stated that in view of 


the disposition of the committee to retain 
the duty as proposed, he would content 
himself with protesting against it, and 
paragraph 14, as recommended by the 
committee, providing for caffeine at $1 per 
pound, compounds of caffeine at 2 per 
cent. ad valorem, with duty of 1 cent per 
pound on tea siftings, etc., was agreed 
to as approved by the committee, 


Chioral Hydrate, Salol, Thymol, Ete. 


The next paragraph to be considered 
was No. 19, relating to chloral hydrate, 
ete. Senator Smoot stated that no manu- 


facturer in the United States would be 
able to manufacture chloral hydrate un- 
der the proposed rate of 25 per cent, ad 
valorem. He spoke particularly of the 
Monsanto Chemical Works, at St. Louis, 
not being able to make the product under 
that rate. Some discussion arose as to 
the present English price and the price 
fixed by a German syndicate on chloral 
hydrate, and a statement made by Sena- 
tor Hughes of New Jersey that this prod- 
uct is sold in England to-day for 20 cents 
a pound was denied by Senator Smoot. 
The Utah Senator, among other things, 
said:— 

I have not before 


me the quotations from 
the largest 


drug house in the world, having 
a branch in England and also in New York, 
but I say to the Senator that the quotations 
given are not 20 cents a pound in either Eng- 
land, Germany or any other country. This is 
the way Germany does in many cases where 
she controls this market. The German manu- 
facturers control one particular acid I have in 
mind, and a company undertook to manufac- 
ture it in this country. Was it successful? 
No; because as soon as the company was suc- 
cessful in manufacturing it the price was cut 
in two and then cut to a price that closed the 
factory. As soon as it ceased the making 
of the acid the price was advanced. In many 
cases the German manufacturer sells medicinal 
preparations to Canada at a lower price than 
they sell to American buyers. I have a sample 
case before me, and I find upon the face of 
the label these words:—‘‘The resale and ex- 
portation of this article to the United States 
of America is prohibited.’’ In other words, 
they will not even allow Canada or any other 
country to which they sell to re-export it into 
this country. For what reason? Because they 
control this market absolutely, and instead of 
selling this article in this country for 10 cents 


per ounce, the same as they do in Canada, 
they charge every purchaser in this country 
43 cents an ounce for it, 

Why on earth the Senate of the United 
States wants to pass a law lowering the duty 
on items for which Germany is making this 


country pay sometimes three or four hundred 
per cent. more than any other country pays I 
cannot understand. I am positive that if 
medicinal compounds carried a rate of duty 


of 25 or 40 per cent, instead of 15 per cent., 
as this bill provides, there would be many 
articles that would be manufactured in this 
country, and the American people would buy 
such articles more cheaply. 

There was some further discussion of 
other items mentioned in paragraph 1% 


and the changes that have taken place in 
prices of these commodities, incident to 
the domestic manufacture thereof, but the 
paragraph as approved by the Finance 
Committee was adopted without division. 


Dyewood Extracts and Decoctions, 


Another paragraph considered was 31, 
relating to extracts and decoctions of nut- 
galls, Persian berries, etc. Senator Bran- 
degee, of Connecticut, opposed the 
changes made in this paragraph and the 
transferring of some of the items now 


in the existing law to the free list. He 
read from testimony given before the 
Ways and Means and Finance Commit- 


tees regarding these commodities and the 
production in this country with compara- 
tive wage statistics in this country and 
foreign countries. The Connecticut Sena- 
tor asked that the paragraph in the pres- 
ent law relating to these extracts, etc., 
be restored. In reply to the argument by 
Senator Brandegee, Senator Johnson on 
behalf of the Finance ‘Committee, said:— 

I wish to call the attention of the Senate, 
although it is hardly necessary to do so, to the 
changed conditions now from th of 1909, 
when the tariff bill which is the present law 
was under consideration, and to which the 
Senator from Connecticut has alinded, 

Under the pending bill boots amd shoes are 
placed upon the free list. So is leather placed 
upon the free list, while under the present law 


Se 


it bears a duty of from 15 to 30 per cent. Be- 
cause of that fact the materials used in tan 
ning leather have been placed upon the free 
list. 

Extract of quebracho is used most exten- 
sively of all the tanning extracts in the tan- 
ning of leather, and it seemed but fair and 
just that if leathers were to be placed upon 
the free list, the extract used by the tanners 


for tanning the leather should also be placed 


upon the free list. That is the reason why 
in this bill it is placed upon the free list. 

I might add that the manufacturers in this 
country have been handicapped by the fact 
that they have been compelled to import the 
quebracho into this country in logs, and then 
after chipping to make the extract, so that the 
consumer has been compelled to pay the 
freight upon the waste material contained in 
the logs when they are imported, not only in 
the way of vegetable fiber, but in the way of 
— That has seemed an unnecessary bur- 
en, 


The amendment proposed by Senator 
Brandegee was rejected by the Senate 
without division. 


Barytes. 


Senator Lippitt, of Rhode Island, sought 
to poring about a change in paragraph 52, 
relating to baryta, sulphate of, etc. The 
Rhode Island Senator said that he wished 
to know if the Finance Committee had 
taken under consideration the proposed 
duty of 20 per cent. on blanc fixe. Senator 
Johnson, replying for the Finance Com- 
mittee, said:— 


The sub-committee having it in charge have 
taken under consideration the matter to which 
the Senator refers and see no reason to make 
any change in the bill as _ reported. It is 
true that witherite is imported into the coun- 
try, from which a superior quality of blanc 
fixe is manufactured; but we are informed 
that that sells at a very high price and that 
blane fixe can be produced in this country 
without being made from witherite as a by- 
product in the manufacture of peroxide of 
hydrogen and other barium compounds. When 
produced in that way the high rate of duty 


which hag been carried heretofore is not at 
all necessary. 
Mr. Lippitt:—I should like to say to the 


Senator that of course it is true that dioxygen, 


which is an antiseptic and is made in large 
quantities, produces as a _ by-product blanc 
fixe; but that quality of blanc fixe %!s not 


adapted to the limited uses to which witherite 
blane fixe is adapted. Blanc fixe is an article 
which is used by paper manufacturers in whit- 
ening paper. The lower grade of it leaves 
spots and is not suitable for the very high 
grade of paper for which the other is used. 
The situation in regard to that particular 
article is rather peculiar. It is a very limited 
manufacture. Only about $200,000 worth is 
used in the country, of which practically one- 


half is imported and one-half is made _ by 
three small manufactories, the total product 
being something under $100,000, and most of 


it is made in Rhode Island. It is one of those 
little things which are of great importance to 
those engaged in it, and from a revenue stand- 
point it has this peculiarity. The duty at 
present is about 40 per cent. About $100,000 


worth is imported. The duty proposed is 20 
per cent., and the manufacturers say that 
20 per cent. will prevent them from continu- 


ing the manufacture of it at all. So by cut- 
ting the duty in half you will get exactly the 
same revenue that you get to-day, but it will 
all be imported instead of half of it being 
made here, 

All the manufacture of the article abroad is 
controlled by about three parties, principally 
in England, and there will be no _ possible 
reason why they should at all reduce the price 
of it from the prices fixed to-day by domestic 
competition here. The effect of cutting the 
duty in half, as I have studied this question 
out, and I think it is correct, will simply be 
to produce exactly the same revenue, prob- 
ably, that you do to-day, not changing the 
price of the article of the consumer in this 
country at all, but simply to eliminate the two 
or three American manufacturers of it. 

Under those circumstances I was rather in 
hopes that the committee would give that 
such serious consideration that they would 
decide, if not to leave the duty as it is, to 
perhaps make the duty 30 per cent. instead 
of 20 per cent. It is certainly not an im- 
portant matter. From a revenue standpoint 
it can have no effect, and the argument in 
favor of helping our domestic people, inas- 
much as by so doing there is no vrobability 
that the consumers will be charged any more 
than they will if the duty is reduced, seemed 
to present a rather strong case to me. 

I did not know whether the committee, if 
they were firm in their resolution to make 
some change, would accept an amendment of 
50 per cent. instead of 20 per cent. 


_ After this discussion of the subject, 
Senator Lippitt’s amendment was rejected 
by the Senate without division. 

The sections relating to lead pigments, 
lead and acetate of lead, and also para- 
graph 67, relating to soaps, were again 
passed over for further consideration. 


For Rearrangement of 


Schedule 


At this juncture in the consideration ot 
the bill a proposition was advanced by 
Senator La Follette for a rearrangement 
eB chemical schedule. Mr. La Follette 


I should like to call the attention of the 
chairman of the sub-committee having charge 
of schedule A to a suggestion which I wish 
to make, first, with reference to a rearrange- 
ment of the paragraphs of that schedule. I 
make this suggestion for the consideration of 
the sub-committee. I am not going to follow 
it with any motion, but will be content to 
leave it to the committee to accept it if it 
commends itself to them, and otherwise to 
reject it. The paragraphs of schedule A on 
drugs and chemicals, soap, perfumery, paints 
and pigments are all jumbled together in utter 
disregard of their relation to one another. I 
think a very great improvement can be made 
in that schedule by rearranging it in groups 
somewhat as follows:— 

First, bring together 
all of the paragraphs relating to chemicals 
and drugs. This will embrace paragraphs 1 
to 4, inclusive; paragraphs 7 to 16, inclusive: 
paragraphs 19 to 24, inclusive; paragraphs 26 
to 44, Inclusive; and paragraphs 48, 51, 65, 66,

in consecutive order 


68, 70 and 71. 
Then follow that with the paragraphs con- 
stituting the basket provisions for chemicals 


and drugs, embracing paragraphs 5, 17 and 18 

Second, | follow this with all of the para- 
graphs relating to oils. These paragraphs are 
45, 46 and 47. , —e 

Third, assemble the paragraphs relating to 
perfumery, soap, and so forth. These para- 
graphs are 47, 50 and 67. 


Fourth, form a final group covering paints, 
pigments and varnishes by bringing together 
paragraphs 25 and 52 to 64, inclusive. 


I make the further suggestion for the con- 


sideration of the sub-committee that para- 
graph 69, which covers sponges, should be 
transferred to schedule N, to follow para- 
graph 392. It is out of place in the chemical 
schedule. 

The sub-committee in charge of the 


chemical schedule promised to give atten- 
tion to this suggestion for rearranging the 
chemical schedule, also a proposition ad- 
vanced by the Wisconsin Senator for re- 
ducing the duty on dextrine, made from 
potato starch. This subject and also the 
proposed duty on chlorate of potash and 
the duty on peanut oil, with a number of 
other suggestions made by the Wisconsin 
Senator were re-referred to the sub-com- 
mittee with the understanding that Sena- 
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tor La Follette would submit arguments 
with respect to these subjects. Senator 
La Follette asked that the duty on peanut 
oil be reduced from 6 cents to 1 cent a 
gallon. He asserted that the lower rate 
would be competitive, whereas the 6 cents 
a gallon rate would be prohibitive. 


Chlorate of Potash Paragraph Ke- 


Committed, 


In regard to the subject of duty on 
chlorate of potash, the Wisconsin Sena- 
tor said that he hoped the duty would be 
made 1 cent a pound. He said:— 


I feel warranted in saying that a quarter 
of a cent a pound on chlorate of potash is 
not only a very liberal competitive duty, but 
it is a protective duty. There are just three 
factories in the United States producing that 
article. They do not sell in competition with 
each other. Their product is all sold by the 
Rikers of New York. The cost of producing 


chlorate of potash in this country is 3% cents 
per pound. The cost of producing it on the 
Continent is 3.6 cents per pound, and the cost 
of producing it in Norway and Sweden is 3.5 
cents per pound. It sells abroad for 5 to 5% 
cents a pound and in this country for 9% 
cents a pound. The combination in this coun- 
try has entered into an agreement with the 
producers of chlorate of potash abroad by the 
terms of which it is not to be sold to the 
government of the United States. 

The Riker people, who control the price in 
this country, control one of the powder com- 
panies which was a defendant with the Du 
Pont Powder Company in the case which the 
government brought against the powder trust. 


I think perhaps the suggestion of the Sena- 
tor from Utah that it be put on the free list 
might be worth while, but there is a differ- 
ence of a quarter of a cent a pound in the 
cost of manufacturing this article between 
this and the competing countries abroad, and 
the rate of a quarter of a cent would cover 
that difference. The rate should certainly be 


no more than a quarter of a cent per pound. 

Responding to the suggestion made by 
Senator La Follette, Senator O’Gorman, 
of New York, said that in view of the 
testimony adduced that an agreement hau 
been made by persons alleged to control 
the price of chlorate of potash in this 
country, having engaged in an agreement 
not to sell to the United States, that the 
product should be placed on the free list. 
This subject, in connection with other 
paragraphs referred to, were recommitted 
tor turther consideration by the sub-com- 
mittee in charge of the chemical schedule. 


Many Paragraphs of Earths, Earth- 
enware and Glassware Schedule 
for Further Reference. 


Passing from the consideration of the 
chemical schedule to schedule B, relating 
to earths, earthenware, etc., Senator La 
Follette asked that the sub-committee in 
charge of this schedule agree to putting 
china clay, or kaolin, on the free list in- 


stead of the proposed duty of $1.25 per 
pound. The matter was referred to the 


sub-committee for further consideration. 
A number of paragraphs in schedule B 
were re-referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee, with the understanding that Repub- 
lican Senators who object to the phrase- 
ology or rates in the proposed paragraphs 
would make their arguments to the sub- 
committee for the purpose of gaining time 
in the consideration of the bill in the 
Senate, ; 

Metal Schedule. 


Turning to the metal schedule, the 
Finance Committee through Senator 
Thomas, of Colorado, offered a substitute 
for paragraph 136, which has been modi-

Despite the prospect for an early ¢n- 
actment of the Underwood-Simmons 
turiff revision bill by the Senate and 
House of Representatives, and the en- 
forcement of the proposed changes in 
import duties within the next few 
weeks, the uncertainty still surround- 
ing the date when this measure is to 
become a law and the new duties are 
to become effective, has continued to 
restrict purchasing operations in the 
drug market throughout the interval 
under review, while the volume of busi- 
ness in all parts of the list has been 
further contracted by a suspension of 
operations at the outset of the week, 
in observance of Labor Day. Unabated 
revolutionary activities in Mexico are 
still hindering shipments of botanical 
drugs from that country, but, in most 
instances, spot stocks of these products 
are proving sufficient to meet all re- 
quirements of the consuming trade and 
further advances in quotations, such 
as would appear to be warranted by 
this handicapping of the movement of 
these goods northward, have therefore 
been postponed until local supplies are 
reduced materially. 

In some commodities, such as glyc- 
erine and cod liver oil, the demand has 
been stimulated by the approach of 
fall and prices have been marked up 
considerably as the output of the 
manufacturers has been rapidly ab- 
sorbed, but numerous concessions have 
also been made in articles, whose spot 
stocks have been greater than the de- 
mand, and whose holders have been 
desirous of augmenting the buying 
movement. 

Aside from the advance in glycerine 
prices, uplifts in quotations have been 
recorded in Rochelle salts, seidlitz 
mixture, Haarlem oil, lycopodium, 
codliver oil, Chinese cantharides, ni- 
trate of silver, Tahiti vanilla beans, 
peppermint oil, golden seal root, Rio 
and Cartagena ipecac root, caraway 
seed, Dutch poppy seed, and black and 
white Singapore pepper. On the other 
hand, lower prices have been named by 
local holders for menthol, lemon oil, 
celery seed, Manchurian hemp seed, 
Zanzibar clover, No, 2 Ceylon cinna- 
mon, and for all grades of carnauba 
wax, while an out-of-town house has 
offered the powdered and granular 
grades of opium at noteworthy conces- 
sions,

Although latest advices from the pri- 
mary markets and producing regions of 
Turkey indicate a crop of this gum of 
fully 9,000 cases, and suggest an even 
larger yield, local importers and other 
holders here continue to maintain their 
stocks of druggists’ quality at a mini- 
mum figure of $5.75 in case lots, and at 
$5.80 in jobbing quantities, while ask- 
ing as high as $5.90 in at least one in- 
stance Local handlers of the pow- 
dered and granular grades are like- 
wise steadfast in holding these de- 
scriptions firmly at $7.40 and $7.50, re- 
spectively, in most quarters, but one 
prominent local holder is now offer- 
ing the granular grade at the same 
figure as the powdered description, 
while an out-of-town house is quoting 
these varieties at $7.25 and $7.35. Only 
a small jobbing business is reported in 
this narcotic, as consumers are gener- 
illy reluctant to buy more than meager 
quantities, in view of the outlook for 
an exceptionally large crop, which they 
believe to more than offset the prospect 
for the doubling of the import duty on 
the gum.

COCOA BUTTER.—Although confec- 
tionery manufacturers are buying only 
sparingly of this commodity, there is 
still a sufficient absorption of stecks 
here by Other consumers to keep the 
market strong, with the result that 
prices continue to be well maintained 
at 22@34c. in bulk, according to quality 
and holder, while wrapped fingers in 
twelve-pound boxes are still firmly held 
at 36@35% as to brand. At the Am- 
sterdam auction, which will be held 
Tuesday, 97 per cent. of the offerings, 
consisting of 242% tons, were sold at an 
average of 77 Dutch cents per half 
kilo for a well-known standard brand, 
as compared with 78% Dutch cents at 
the August and July sales and with 
76% Dutch cents at the June auction.

COD LIVER OIL.—A stronger 
tone has developed in the local mar- 
ket within the week, despite the like- 
lihood of an elimination of the present 
import duty of $4.50 per barrel for this 
oil, buying operations on the part 
of emulsifiers and manufacturers of 
other preparations of this commodity 
have been augmented materially of late 
with the approach of cooler weather.

liberated by the rebels, has similarly 
been removed by the arrival of rerales 
and other Federal troops there, curers 


in these localities have not attempted 
to raise their prices for the meager 
remainder of the 1912-1913 crop beans, 
still in their hands, as the stocks of 
such beans constitute less than 10 per 
cent. of the total yield and because of 
a general recognition of the fact that 


extract makers are not yet disposed 
to make more than small purchases. 
The unwillingness of the extract inter- 
ests to cover their requirements is no 
longer due to uncertainty over the con- 
templated imposition of an import duty 
of 30c. per pound, as it is now definitely 
known that such a tariff is to be levied 
upon all importations of the commod- 
ity, but is the result of unabated un- 
easiness with regard to the immediate 


future of their business. Local im- 
porters continue to hold the whole 
beans at $3.75@5, according to brand, 
and to maintain the cuts at $3.12%4 
3.50, as to quality. 

Bourbons are still being strongly 


held, as the Paris-Bordeaux syndicate 
of operators continues in control of the 
situation in France and is being aided 
in its operations by the recognized cur- 
tailment of the new crop by the cyclone 
damage brought last February on the 
islands of Reunion, Nossi-Be, Grand 
Comore and Tullear. Some of the new 
crop Bourbons, which have reached the 
French ports much earlier than usual, 
are now being held at exceptionally 
high figures, several lots consisting of 
equal parts of firsts, seconds and 
thirds, being quoted at 34 francs per 
kilo in Paris. Local operators continue 
to hold their prices very firmly at $8@ 
3.75, without obtaining much business 


at these levels.

pared by a field expert follows:— 
Though original estimates on this year's 
yield of peppermint oil have been greatly re- 
duced, the outlook now favors some improve 
ment from the lowest figures suggested, when 
the crop was known to have been seriously 
damaged by exceptionally late frosts and en 
suing drought At the beginning of the ea 
son the outlook favored a ‘“‘bumper’’ crop, 
based upon an increased planted acreage It 
was then estimated that this year's oil yield 
would be 300,000 pounds greater than that 
1912. In June, however, when the plants were 
about a foot high, they were badly damaged 
by four successive nights of frost, two of 
which were described as ‘‘killers.’’ Asa result 
of these frosts the p'ants sustained destruction 
and injury ‘rem which they never recovered 
entirely. Following the damage wrought by 
the frosts a long-continued drought injured the 
plants still further, and it was then figured that 
about 15 per cent. of the entire planted acre 
age would prove a total loss The yield to be 
obtained from the remaining plants was alse 
believed to have been curtailed 10 per cent. to 
h) per cent., and there seemed to be little 
likelihood of a crop of more than 10.000 
pounds 

Later in the season however, a slightly im 
proved outlook was created by more favorable 
weather conditons, and some of the damage 
wrought earlier in the year was then repaired 
so that a yield of at 200,000 pounds 
now looked for, and if fr : are withheld lon 
enough to protect the scattered producing di 
tricts the yield may be increased to the extent 
of 10 to 15 per cent. 

Before the crop harvesting was begun tl 
farmers were disposed to look f at least a 





moderate yield, and were therefore rather mod 
est in their views As buying competition soon 
became keen, however, the farmers experience d 
no difficulty in booking orders and contracts for 
three-fifths of the entire output, and they ar‘ 
now holding the remainder of their oil output 
at a minimum of $3.50 per pound in the pro 
ducing regions, while asking up to $4 in some 
instances. 

SPEARMINT.—Though the undertone 
of the local market continues weak, 
no further reductions have been made 
in prices for this oil, which still range 


from $4.25 to $4.50, as to quality and 
quantity. 

Latest advices from a field expert, 
who has just: returned from the pro- 
ducing regions, follow:— 

A faift-sized crop and oil yield are now con 


fidently counted upon, although the final show 
ing may not be up to expectations. The 
highly unfavorable weather conditions, includ 
ing June frosts and the ensuing long-« yntinued 
drought, appear to have affected the spearmint 
plants less than the peppermint crop A large 
portion of the new spearmint yield has already 


been contractod for by the chewing gum in 
terests. 

WORMWOOD.—A_ weak undertone 
is still noted in consequence of a 


large yield from this year’s crop which 
has reached the local market, already 
well supplied with big = carry-over 
stocks. Another factor making for 
weakness in the market is found in 
the recently curtailed consumption, 
due to legislation against the principal 
derivative of this oil, absinthe. For the 


purpose of marketing this oil to the 
best advantage, a selling agency has 
been formed by growers in the Mich- 


igan producing regions under the title 
of the Michigan Wormwood Associa- 
tion.

Felton, Sibley & Co Celebrate Fiftieth 
Anniversary. 


Felton, Sibley & manufacturers of 
paints and varnishes, of Philadelphia, 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of their 
business formation on Friday at their new 
varnish factory in Camden, N. J. The oe- 
casion prompted many appropriate and 
felicitous ceremonies, including a dinner 
to those directly connected with the 
house, There was a distribution of cash 
presents among the employes according to 
their years of service. The business was 
established August 1, 1863, at the 
northwest of Forsyth and Cherry 
streets, Philadelphia, which site the house 
still oecupies. The original members were 
Samuel K. Felton and Conrad #,. Rau, 
under the name of Felton & Rau. A few 
months later Edward A. Sibley was ad- 
mitted and the style of the firm was 
changed to Felton, Rau & Sibley. Of the 
original partners Mr. Felton alone re- 
mains as president of the company incor- 
porated in Pennsylvania on January 1, 
1911. His association with the trade cov- 
ers a period of sixty-four years, having 
entered the service of C. Schracn & Co., 
one of the first varnish houses in the 
country, in 1849, when seventeen years of 
age. At the close of 1892 Mr. Rau with- 
drew on account of advanced age, and 
the name was changed to Felton, Sibley 
& Co. Mr. Sibley died in 1910. Ia addition 
to Mr, Felton as president, the other offi- 
cers of the company are:—J. Sibley Fel- 
ton, vice-president and secretary, and 
Walter G. Sibley, treasurer. From a 
humble beginning the business of the 
house has been steadily increased until 
it now covers an extensive line of ready 
mixed paints, enamels, stains, fillers, fin- 
ishes and specialties.

So-Called Bait in Insecticides Inert 
Material and Must Be Declared. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Sept. 5, 1913 
Announcement is made by the officials 
of the Agricultural Department that 
called “‘bait’’ in insecticides not possess- 
ing insecticidal action is an inert mate- 
rial. This decision, the officials state, has 
been established in a tase brought 
agaimst ‘‘Peterman’s Roach Food,’ under 
the insecticide act of 1910. The question 
arose in the seizure of 30 dozen packages 
of ‘“‘Peterman’s Roach Food,” in Balti- 
more, Md., on the allegation that they 
were misbranded. 
The misbranding 


so- 


was alleged because 
the analysis showed the product to con- 
tain certain inert substances, such as 
wheat flour and other substances which 
in themselves do not prevent, destroy, 
repel or mitigate insects, and the names 
and percentages of these inert substances 
were not stated on the label, nor in lieu 
thereof did the label state the names and 
percentage amounts of the ingredients 
having insecticidal properties and the 
total percentage of the inert ingredients. 

The Calvert Drug Company, of Balti- 
more, in its answer to the libel stated that 
the inert substances were in the nature 
ot food or bait attractive to such insects 
and necessary in the preparation to in- 
duce these insects to eat or take into 
their mouths the other substances which 
do destroy insects. 

The court, after hearing the arguments, 
entered a decree condemning the goods 
libeled and, seized as misbranded, but 
provided that said gooas should be re- 
leased on condition that the claimants file 
a sufficient bond that they would not sell 
the goods until the mames and percentage 
amounts of each and every inert ingredi- 
ent in the roach food should be stated, or 
in lieu therefor, the correct names and 
percentage amounts of each and every 
ingredient having insecticide properties, 
and in addition thereto the total percent- 
centage of inert ingredients present 
should be stated om the package.

The low prevailing prices for caustic 
soda and soda ash are apparently hav- 
ing the desired effect on consumers and 
considerable business for future deliv- 
ery is reported to have been placed 
during the interval. Incidentally keen 
competition in caustic soda occasioned 
a further reduction in prices and the 
market is now established at the low- 
est point on record. The inactive ex- 
tent of consuming demand is keeping 
commercial white arsenic in easy tend- 
ency and sales are reported at new low 
prices for the year. Sharp competition 
in the arsenate of lead market has 
resulted in lower prices. Local stocks 
of chloride of barium have shown signs 
of depletion and the spot market has 
advanced 50c. a tom. Higner prices 
for the metal have strengthened tin 
oxide quotations. The tartar products 
continue very firm in sympatny with 
crude material and the trade is confi- 
dent of an advance in the near fucure. 
Bleach prices are barely steady under 
a moderate consuming demand. Cop- 
per sulphate has stiffened under firm-r 
metal market conditions, but former 
prices are still current. Below is a de- 
tailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the London, Antwerp and 
Philadelphia chemical markets. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
turn of the month has occasioned no 
appreciable change in the cha:acier 
of trading. Buyers appear satisfied to 
operate on a conservative basis and tlie 
movement through reg_lar contract 
channels is well up to seascnable ex- 
pectations. Sales are effected at Ic. 
for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs, f. o. b. works, 
and a premium of 1-5c. is exacted on 
all deliveries in this section, less the 
usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Sales_ at 
1.20c. for prime stocks on spot have 
been reported, but many sellers are 
asking 1.25c. Demand from consum- 
ing sources is rather quiet and the oc- 
cas.onal appearance of re-sale goods is 
keeping the market in a comparatively 
easy condition. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Under the com- 
petitive attitude of makers, the market 
nas again been reduced, thereby es- 
tablishing a new low record for the 
item. Buyers are showing more inclin- 
ation to accept sellers’ terms and many 
large contracts for future delivery 
have been p.aced. Tae market is quot- 
ed at 1.37%@1.42\%c. on the basis of 60 
per cent. for 76 and 78 per cent. and 
bu per cent. at 1.474%2.@1.52%e. f. o. b. 
makers’ works; powdered 76 per cent. 
is held at 2@2\c., according to quan- 
tity and selter. 

SALT CAKE.—Sellers report a mo- 
derate increase in the call for contract 
shipments, but consumers are not rus.- 
ing orders and trading lacks snap. 
The unaertone of the market is steady 
With former prices still current. Im- 
mediate shipments are held at .55c. 
in bulk f. o. b. works. 

SAL SODA.—No unusual change can 
be noted since our previous report. 
Regular contract deliveries constitute 
the chief movement as new bus.ness 
now is quiet and mostly ef small vol- 
ume Sales are reported at .60c. and 
ap in barrels f. o. b., iess the usual 
discount terms. On spot lots of con- 
centrated sellers quote on the basis of 
l%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Competition continues 
keen, but minimum quotations remain 
unaltered. Contracts for shipment over 
this and next year are being accepted 
and buyers are showing more dispo- 
sition to cover future requirements. 
Car lots of light 58 per cent. are held 
at 52%c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 
per cent. in kags, 57%c. basis of 48 
per cent. in barrels, carload lots, f. o. 
b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. 
test is quoted at 60c. per 100 pounds in 
bags and 65c. per 100 pounds in bar- 
rels, carload lots, f. o. b. makers’ 
works. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at 5c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent., over carload quotations. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA. — Contract 
withdrawals for iniustrial require- 
ments are reported seasonable and 
production is finding ready sources of 
aistribution. The market is firm with 
the former selling schedu.e effective 
at 1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals in bar- 
rels and 2l4c. for 60 per cent. fused or 
broken in iron barrels, f. o. b.

ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—Makers continue to quote 
at the former basis and the market 
retains a firmer position in sympathy 
with acetate of lime.

SULPHURIC.—Prices continue on a 
Stationary basis, with business quiet 
and the movement confined largely to 
outstanding contracts. Dealers ask 85c. 
for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 degrees, 
prices representing acid in drum con- 
tainers, gattery acid is held at 1@1\%e. 
and oleum at 14@1%c. in drums and 
tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—The undertone of this 
market continues very firm, Foreign 
advices reveal a scarcity of argols 
abroad and offers of cream of tartar 
in London have been temporarily with- 
drawn. Local sellers are scill quoting 
former figures for acid, but admit taat 
an upward revision is possible at any 
time. Sales are effected at 30%@3ic. for 
powdered and 304%@30%c. for crystals, 
as to quantity and selier. Cream of 
tartar closed at 23%@24\c. for crystals 
and 24@24'%c. for powdered, as to quan- 
tity. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Consuming 
demand, while quiet, is sufficient to ab- 
sorb production, and additional offer- 
ings are limited with dealers’ views 
firm at former quotations. Sales are 
reported at 2.50@2.55¢., according to 
quantity desired. 

ALUM.—The former selling schedule 
is still effective, and dealers report a 
moderate inquiry from the color and 
print industries. Sellers ask 1.75@2e. 
for ground and 24@8c. for powdered 
grades, as to quantity, seller and terms 
cf sale.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 4, 1913. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 


east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennslvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Iinois for 
the week shows a heavy increase in the num- 
ber of completed wells, it being the largest 
week in the fields during the year. The 
scarcity of water has delayed much develop- 
ment work that would have been completed 
were there an adequate supply for drilling pur 
poses The season has been the worst for 
years for delaying work, all due to the scarcity 
of rains to supply water Heavy rains are 
promised, and when they do come there will 
be a rush of the drills in all fields, as oil men 


are more than anxious to get all the work 
completed and the oil turned into the tanks 
Lefore the winter season sets in, aS operations

are more expensive during the winter months 
in the way of additional fuel. 

Some extensive pipe lines are being strung 
throughout the country, mostly in the gas re- 
gions, In Ontario, Canada, the Southern On- 
tario Gas Company has its line completed 
through Kent county and nearly through Elgin 
county, the line having reached Rodney and ig 
along the Pere Marquette Railroad, The more 
eastern end of the line is rapidly approaching 
London, being completed as far as Pond Mills, 
about four miles from the London city limits. 
It is reported that as yet no application has 
been made for a gas franchise at London, and 
it looks as though the gas company had ar 
ranged with the City of London Gas Company 
to furnish the gas at the city limits, where 
the city company will purchase the fuel and do 
the distributing to consumers. The natural 
gas will command a 40-ceat rate. The Logan 
Natural Gas and Fuel Company is_ construct- 
ing a large trunk gas line from the Central 
Ohie gas field through Western Ohio to Muncie, 
Ind. The line will be of twelve and sixteen- 
inch, and the owners expect to have every- 
thing in readiness for the coming fall season. 
The extensive gas line from Eastern Kentucky 
ty Louisville is being pushed and attempts will 
be made to get the line in readiness for the 
coming winter's supply. The bulk of the gas 
will be secured from the West Virginia gas 
fields, where there is an abundance for all 
purposes. Numerous gas lines are being put 
in in Western Canada, as an abundance of gas 
is being found in all parts of Saskatchewan 
and Aji berta. ‘The finding of gas has been a 
great thing for that country, as the fuel propo- 
sition has been one of the expensive luxuries, 
coal and wood both being scarce. Additions 
are being made to the gas lines in Kansas and 
Oklahoma as well as the oil lines. 

It is surprising that August was the greatest 
month in the history of oil development in the 
United States. In the high-grade fields along 
with the fields of Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas 
and Louisiana there was a total of 2,431 wells 
completed, Previous to this July had been 
the heaviest month. This shows that the 
Mammoth industry is gradually on the upward 
tenaency and drilling operations are branching 
out to a large extent. This fact does not in- 
elude the many operations in Wyoming, Cali- 
fornia, New Mexico, Washington nor the States 
west of the Rov ‘ In the fields east of the 
Mississippi River during August a total of 1,159 
wells was drilled, while in the Kansas and 
Oklahoma fields 1,080 wells were drilled, and 
in Texas and Louisiana there were 192 wells.

Pennsylvania Field, 


More wells were completed in the Southern 
New York-Pennsylvania division of the high- 
grade fields during August than in any the 
other fields, there being 429 wells finished, 
with 57 dry holes and 26 gas wells. The pro- 
ducing wells showed a combined production 
of 8&6 barrels, Which is very good when it is 
taken into consideration that the wells were 
drilled in territory that has been drilled over 
time and time again during the last fifty years 
The Clarion-Vemeango districts have the lead 
with 160 completions; Bradford, second, with 54 
wells followed in line by Allegheny with 
wells; Armstrong-Butler field with 60 wells; 
Southwestern Pennsylvania, with 45 wells, and 
the Middle Field with 37 wells. 

Nothing was found during the week in the 
Southwestern Pennsylvania regions to encour- 
age active work, as close to half the comple- 
tions made were dusters. There is more rigs 
and drilling wells than for any period during 
the entire season, which indicates that the 
small pumpers are gladly received. 

In the vicinity of Duff City, Allegheny coun 
ty, Harbison & Co.’s second well on the Me- 
Clelland tract is a dry hole, while the Mc 
Donald Company’s well on the Barto tract is 
very light The well of Birch and Wiliiams

The Indiana field is showing a revival and 
from now until the close of the fall season a 
great amount of work will be accomplished 
The Sullivan field, in the western portion of 
the State, is the real attractive section, owing 
to the late large wells drilled there The 
southern section of the State, including terri 
tory from Indianapolis south to the Ohio River, 
is well worth the testing out and leasers are 
busy taking up blocks of territory. The fining 
of paying wells in Sullivan county has en- 
couraged further test work over the State. The 
Illinois field is not backward as great activity 
is being mz with the drill, and all the old 
fields are showing a revival in drilling opera 
tions The wells of Illinoie average up better 
in their production than any of the other high 
grade fields. 

A survey of the western section of the high- 
grade fields show that it is apparent on every 
hand that the old trade is determined to con 
tinue their efforts as long as weather con 
ditions are such that work can be done, and 
if new producing areas are found the drill 
will move along with increased activity The 
drill is working in many of the out-of-the 
way places and not confined to territory that 
has been tested This line of work is more 
noticeable in the Central Ohio field where the 
large gas producing concerns are operating for 
gas and occasionally strike an oil well, and 
then there is a rush of oil men and new wells 
started in advance 

The immense amount of wildcat work dont 
during the last five months has not resulted 
in the finding of one single new pool that is 
capable of producing 1,000 barrels of crude oil 
a day, unless the Sullivam pool in Indiana 
reaches that production, for there has bee 
none found in Illinois nor Ohio that can fur
